KARACHI. May 20. (Reuter): 
Separatists in the Pakistani 
province of Sind demanded 
independence today as troops 
were called out to put down riot- 
ing between Sindhis and recent 
immigrants to the province. 

Police said seven people were 
wounded in fighting between the 
two sides in the industrial town of 
Kotri near Pakistan’s biggest city 
of Karachi, the capital of Sind. 

A spokeswoman for the 
separatists said that 90 leaders of 
the Sind nationalist cause met at 
the small village of Sann. 

She said the group called for 
"the emancipation of Sind cul- 
turally. economically, and 
politically.” 

Return 

Benazir Bhutto, a leading Pak- 
istani opposition figure and 
daughter of executed Prime Min- 
ister Zuifikar Ali Bhutto, slipped 
back home today attempting to 
avoid publicity. 

Her family declined toconfirm 
she had returned from Europe 
but special police watching the 
house of hef husband Asif Zar- 
dari said she had come back. 

There had been press specula- 
tion that she was pregnant but 
family members today declined 
to confirm or deny it.

Kuwait-bound ship 
attacked by Iran 


DUBAI, May 20. (Agencies): 
Iranian gunboats attacked a 
Norwegian-owned tanker in 
the southern Guir yesterday, 
the second such raid in 24 
hours which a shipping 
source described as “tweak- 
ing the Americans' nose.” 

Three speedboats hit the 
55.361 -tonne Berge Strand with 
five rocket-propelled grenades, 
wounding a Norwegian crew- 
man. as it headed in the Gulf for 
Kuwait. 

G unboats made a similar ligh- 
tning attack on the Japanese- 
owned tanker Ace Chemi in the 
Strait of Hormuz on Wednesday, 
racing back to the safety of the 
Iranian coast minutes later. 

The raids were the first on mer- 
chant shipping since an April 29 
statement by the United Slates 
that it would defend all merchant 
ships that asked for help in the 
Gulf, unless they were serving 
Iranian or Iraqi ports. 

Nowhere 

But in both the latest attacks 
— breaking a three-week lull in 
Iranian raids— the US Navy was 
nowhere to be seen. 

“The Iranians are tweaking 
the Americans' nose.” said a 
shipping source, noting that US 
warships could do little to 
prevent such lightning strikes in 
the busy 30-mile wide strait. 

Some shippers said they were 
surprised that Iran, whose Navy 
was mauled by US warships in a 
battle on April 18. was risking 
further confrontation.

Berge Strand was attacked twice 
by the Iranians and set on fire. 

The shipping sources, who 
spoke on condition of anon- 
ymity, said the vessel was 
damaged slightly in the first 
attack, at 6.30 am (0230 GMT). 

After the attack, the ship 
began sailing to the southern 
Gulf port of Dubai for repairs. 
There were no injuries reported. 


in the first attack. 

The speedboats relumed an 
hour later and fired four rockets, 
injuring one person, the sources 
said. They said the ship 
developed engine problems after 
the second raid, but had no fur- 
ther details. 

The attack took place in the 
same area where the Iranians 
attacked the tanker Ace Chemi. 


Tehran is at war with 
US, says Rafsanjani 


MANAMA. Bahrain. May 20. 
( AP): Six newly arrived US war- 
ships look up slaLion in the 
Arabian Sea today and two oth- 
ers sailed into the Gulf as an 
Iranian leader declared anew 
that his country is “at war” with 
the United Stales. 

But there was no sign of hos- 
tilities as the US frigates Pham's 
and Elmer Montgomery, accom- 
panied by the missile frigate John 
H. Sides, passed through the 
Strait of Hormuz where Iranian 
speedboats have attacked two 
commercial ships in recent days. 

Iran's Parliament Speaker. 
Hashemi Rafsanjani. told a 
meeting of Revolutionary 
Guards C orps officials in T ehran 
that Washington had "officially 
entered into a war with us.” 

Iran's official Islamic 
Republic News Agency, mon- 
itored in Nicosia, quoted him as 
saying Iran was "really at war 
with the United States at the 
present time.” 

Conciliatory 

The Revolutionary Guards, 
devotees of Iranian leader 
Ayatollah Khomeini, man the 
armed speedboats that attack 
neutral ships in retaliation for 
Iraqi air raids on Iranian tankers 
and oil facilities in the Gulf. 

The US said today its ships 



Rafsanjani: declaration 

would continue to defend them- 
selves against attack in the Gulf; 
but dismissed the assertion by 
Rafsanjani that Washington was 
at war with Iran. 

Asked to respond lo Rafsan- 
jani's remarks, the US Slate 
Department Charles Redman 
said: "I have no idea why he says 
what he says.” 

US President Reagan said in 
Washington that America has 
been trying hard behind the 
scenes to bring about peace bet- 
ween Iraq and Iran. 

The US presence in the Gulf, 
he said, was aimed mainly at 
keeping the international water- 
ways of the Gulf open lo inter- 
national navigation. 


"It is Iran that has been trying 
toclose that offand shut down an 
international waterway and we 
do not think that should be all- 
owed. That is what we are intend- 
ing to, to try and keep it open ...” 

Iran’s President Ali Khamenei 
opened a Foreign Ministry 
seminar on the Gulf on Wednes- 
day on a note of conciliation with 
Gulf Arab slates. 

“The security of the (Gulf) 
region can be maintained by 
cooperation among nations of 
the region in a spirit of brother- 
hood." the Ima quoted him as 
saving in a message read at the 
beginning of the seminar held in 
Tehran. 

"As we have repeatedly stated . 
we will warmly welcome the 
hands of friendship from our 
neighbours.” 

Convoy 

The Pharrisand Elmer Mont- 
gomery are part of an eight-ship 
battle group, headed by the air- 
craft carrier Forrestal, that 
arrived in the Arabian Sea this 
week to provide air support for 
US convoy and patrol opera- 
tions in the Gulf. 

The John H. Sides was return- 
ing to the Gulf after escorting the 
US- flag tanker Gas Prince out of 
the waterway, the 32nd convoy 
conducted by the Navy this year. 


Mideast peace conference 


Reagan rules out PLO role 


WASHINGTON. May 20. 
(Kuna): US President Reagan 
said here today that there is a 
strong desire in the Middle East 
to settle once and for all the slate 
of war between Arab countries 
and Israel. 

But at the same lime he ruled 
out any chance for the PLO lo 
represent the Palestinian people 
in any peace negotiations. 

The President made the com- 
ments in an interview with five 
European broadcasters on the 
eve of the Moscow summit. 

Reagan defended the recent 
proposals made by Secretary of 
State George ShulLz to leaders in 
the Middle East region which 
involves the convening of an 


international conference. 

"But we have made it plain ” 
Reagan emphasised, “not an 
international conference to dic- 
tate a settlement, but to be help- 
ful if we can to give advice and to 
make proposals that might help 
them arrive at a fair and just 
peace.” 

He added: “If the Soviet 
L>nion is to be a member or that 
conference, they have a step they 
have to take and that is lo resume 
diplomatic relations with Israel. 

Asked who would represent 
the Palestinians. Reagan com- 
mented, "... There is a great feel- 
ing that could hardly be Arafat's 
element, since here you have a 
group (the PLO) that refuses to 


recognise the right of Israel to 
exist as a nation." 

In occupied Jerusalem, the 
Israeli Army announced today it 
is holding 1.900 West Bank 
residents under administrative 
detention and said it plans to jail 
the Palestinians in one prison asa 
part of a reorganisation of its 
overburdened military justice 
system. 

The West Bank and Gaza Strip 
were relatively quiet today, with 
only isolated violent incidents 
reported. Soldiers used tear gas 
and rubber bullets to disperse 
Muslim worshippers who staged 
demonstrations after Friday 
prayers in Gaza City and the 
West Bank town of Tulkarm. 


A reporter on a helicopter saw 
a Soviet warship escorting a 
Soviet tanker off Dubai. * 

British, French and Italian 
warships also escort ships flying 
their flags in the Gulf, but none 
was reported nearby during the 
two Iranian raids. 

Iran has attacked 33 merchant 
ships this year, targeting vessels 
serving Iraq's GulfArab suppor- 
ters in retaliation For Iraqi raids 
on Iranian shipping in their long- 
drawn-out war. 

In Washington, the Pentagon 
said the mine-damaged US Navy 
frigate Samuel Roberts will be 
stopped back to the United 
States from the Gulf aboard a 
heavy-lift commercial transport 
ship. 

Pentagon officials said 
damage from the mine, which 
ripped a nine-foot hole in the 
Roberts on April 14, was exten- 
sive enough to warrant the ship- 
ment instead of allowing the 
frigate to sail home under her 
own power. 

Mine 

The French Navy said yester- 
day one of its mine-hunters 
patrolling the Gulf had tracked 
down and destroyed two mines. 

A Navy statement in Paris said 
the French mine-hunter 
Andromede. using an unmanned 
mini-submarine, detected the 
first mine stuck to the seabed in 
the Roslam oilfield, 80 miles east 
of Qatar, on Wednesday. 

The Navy said the second 
mine, also resting on the sea bed, 
was found yesterday but did not 
specify where it was located. 


Amal foils 
hostage for 
arms swap 

BEIRUT, May 20. (AP): The 
Syrian-backed Shi'ite Muslim 
Amal militia claimed today it 
had foiled an attempt by Iranian- 
backed rivals to trade a Western 
hostage for arms from a Chris- 
tian militia. 

‘ The claim came as Amal and 
the pro-Iranian Hezbollah bat- 
tled for the 15th day for control 
of the slums of south Beirut and 
police said rival Palestinian fac- 
tions clashed in house-to-house 
fighting in the nearby Bouij AJ 
Barajneh refugee camp. 

They said commandos of PLO 
chairman Yasser Arafat’s Fatah 
faction flushed out supporters of 
Col. Saeed Mousa’s Fa lah- upr- 
ising Group from their five bases . 

Amal politburo member Atif 
Aoun said Hezbollah sought Lhe 
weapons from the Lebanese For- 
ces. to defend one or its bases in 
the south Beirut slums that is 
besieged by Amal. 

.Amal foiled the alleged swap 
"after we found out abouL con- 
tacts between Hezbollah and the 
Lebanese Forces," he said with- 
out elaboration.

Moira Taylor, whose car was 
badly scratched, said today that 
she only saw the helicopter as it 
spiralled away again and at first 
thought her engine had blown 

up. 

Police said they were checking 
to see if the unidentified helicop- 
ter was taking part in a military 
exercise at the time of the 
accident earlier thismonth. 

Taylor dismissed her hus- 
band’s suggestion that the culprit 
was a big bird- “I told him ! wish 
it had been.” she said. 


Car bomb explosion near KAC building 


Terrorists identified 


KUWAITI officials have iden- 
tified two men killed in S car 
bomb explosion in downtown 
Kuwait City on Wednesday. 

In a statement the Interior 
Ministry named the dead men as 
22-year-old Nasser Mohammad 
Al Hassan Ahmed and Walld 
Abdul Nabi Mohammad Mousa 
Al Mousa, 23 — both Kuwaitis. 

Interior Ministry officials said 
the two men were terrorists who 
were planning to park the bomb- 
laden car in front of the Kuwait 
Airways Corporation building 
but the explosives apparently 
went off prematurely. 

“Thank Almighty God they 
were killed by theircriminal act," 
the Interior Ministry statement 
added. 

Killed 

The bomb exploded near the 
Kuwait Airways Corporation 
building on the Hilali Street kill- 
ing the driver and the passenger 
of the bomb-laden Mazda car. 

The blast took place at 9.05 pm 
in front of the Othman Building 
which is adjacent to the KAC 
building. 

The Kuwait Airways received 
a bomb threat by telephone at 
8.30 pm on Wednesday. 

The explosion damaged 
several other cars including an 
Oldsmobite driven by a Syrian, 
shattered several windows in the 
building housing the Maharaja 
Indian restaurant and set a palm 
tree ablaze. 

Two people in a car suffered 
shock and minor injuries when 
the bombers' white Mazda 
saloon blew up. 


The explosion was the third m 
less than a month in Kuwait, 
which lies close to the Iraq -I ran 
warfront and has been a repeated 
target of acts of terrorism for 
which the Iranians are held to 
blame. 

A Kuwait Airways Boeing 747 
was hijacked by gunmen who 
have been identified as pro-Iran- 
ian Shiite extremists, and two of 
its Kuwaiti passengers were 
killed in a 16-day ordeaL 


Car bomb blast 1 
kills 2 Kuwaitis 

The explosion was caused 
by a time-bomb, said an 
Interior Ministry spokesman 
who identified the two victims 
as Kuwaitis. J 


Arab Times reported on Thurs- 
day that the two bombers were 
Kuwaitis. 

The hijackers were demanding 
the release of 17 companions 
jailed in Kuwait for bombing the 
US and French embassies. 

Earlier blasts on April 27 and 
May 7 were in the same area, the 
first in front of the offices of 
Saudi Arabia’s national airline 
Saudia and the second at the 
offices of the US car rental com- 
pany Avis. 

A guard was injured in the first 
blast. 

A local daily quoted a sister of 
Ahmed as saying that her family 
was “surprised” to learn about 
the incident. She described her

T roops fan out to 
halt Punjab killings 


AMRITSAR, India, May 20, 
(Agencies): Security forces fan- 
ned out across the north Indian 
state of Punjab to stem a violent 
Sikh militant backlash Lo the 
siege of the Golden Temple, slate 
police chief K.P.S. Gill said 
today. 

Gill, himselfaSikb. told repor- 
ters extra paramilitary compan- 
ies would be sent to areas of the 
Punjab where Sikh gunmen, 
angered by police operations at 
their holiest shrine, have killed 
more than 135 people in three 
days. 

“We have mobilised all 
officers and men. We have pul 
them on extended hours and 
everyone is taking preventive 
steps.” Gill said. 

Expected 

Police have said they expect 
retaliation by extremists still at 
large in the state. They have not 
been disappointed. 

At least two dozen were killed 
in the prosperous farming stale 
today. Six people were killed at a 
bus slop in Bhatinda district, five 
.at a farmhouse while they slept 
near Amritsar and five by a 
bomb blast in Paihankol. 

Five others were killed when 
bombs exploded in two coaches 
operated by neighbouring Hima- 
chal Pradesh state and bound for 
Paihankol in the far northern tip 
of Punjab, state-run All-India 
Radio said. 


Police in the state capital 
Chandigarh reported other scat- 
tered incidents across the Sikh- 
dominated state. 

“We will reduce them in the 
countryside as well,” Gill said. 

The 10-day siege at the sprawl- 
ing 400-year-old temple complex, 
ended on Wednesday when the 
last 46 militants fighting for a 
separate Sikh homeland called 
KJaalistan. surrendered. 

Since then, the temple in the 
old walled city of Amritsar, has 
been sealed and silent, and the 
ritual chanting of the Sikh scrip- 
tures, enshrined on a sacred 
pillow in the gilded inner sanc- 
tum. interrupted. 

Cleaning 

The panel of Sikh eiders , that 
manages the Golden Temple has 
met to work out ways to re-open 
the shrine to worshippers. 

Bhan Singh, secretary of the 
managing Shiromani Gurdwara 
Prabandbak Committee, told 
reporters the committee would 
discuss how to resume superv- 
ision and restore daily religious 
rites to the 400-year-old temple. 
Civilian Red Cross workers and 
police bomb experts, monitored 
by Sikh observers, still probed 
the honeycombed complex, and 
other workers cleaned up the 
complex. 

An official source said he 
expected the ritual chanting 
would resume tomorrow. ; 


brother as “a fervent Muslim 
who strictly performed his 
religious obligations and Jed a 
normal life.

The bombers appeared not to 
be put-ofTby Kuwai t's decision lo 
push tough anti-terrorism leg- 
islation, enabling courts to pass 
the death penalty on persons 
accused of terrorist acts. 

The legislation was also aimed 
as a warning to potential hijack- 
ers.

Pakistan 
and India 
to hold 
more talks 

ISLAMABAD, May 20. 

(Reuter): Pakistan and India, at . 
odds during their 40 years el- 
independence, agreed today to 
settle their problems through 
peaceful negotiation but Pakis- 
tani ministers remain cautious of 
Indian actions. j 

Pakistan Defence Secretary 
IJlal Haider Zaidi completed a 
third round of talks on nrormalis- 
ing relations with Indian coun- 
terpart S.K. Bhamagar follow- 
ing a gap of two years, j 

In a joint statement, t.he two 
sides decided to “setttle all 
bilateral matters through 
negotiation,” a Pakistan 
Defence Ministry spokesman 
said. 

Mistrust 

But Pakistan, which has 
fought three wars with India 
since partition of British India in 
1947, retains a deep mistrust of 
New Delhi and its close links to 
Moscow. 

Most recently, Pakistan has 
accused India of trying to muscle 
m on Afghanistan, where Soviet 
troops are pulling out under an 
international pact, leaving 
Kabul to face guerrillas who had 
strong backing from Pakistan 
during an eight-year war. 

“I must say that India did not 
take any trouble during the last: 
eight years to come forward and 
say that Afghans should be all- 
owed to solve their problems 
themselves and that the Soviet 
Union should withdraw its 
troops,” Prime Minister 
Mohammad Khan Junejo said in 
an interview released today. 

Pakistan has also drawn atten- 
tion to large Indian arms pur- 
chases, particularly of Soviet 
nuclear submarines. 

Settlement 

Both sides also accused each 
other of aiding and abetting anti- 
government groups along their 
respective borders. 

India has erected a barbed wire 
fence along part of the border to 
stop what it says are Pakistani 
arms supplies to Sikh separatists 
in the Indian slate of Punjab. 

.Junejo rejected the charge and 
accused India of training 
agitators in the western desert 
state of Rajasthan to foment 
trouble across the border in Pak- 
istan’s Sind province. 

This week’s talks concentrated 
on the situation along the Sia- 
cfaen Glacier in the disputed state 
of Jarninu and Kashmir where 
troops from both sides face each 
other. Fighting is sporadic but 
never ceases, Pakistan officials 
say. • 
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Economic 
development 
can absorb 
population 

LONDON, May 20, (Reuter): A 
united Nations study says the 
earth can support a projected 
population or six billion people 
at the start of the 21st century if 
economic development is balan- 
ced by environmental conserva- 
tion. 

In its I9SS "stale of the world 
population" report, the UN 
Population Fund called for 
urgent acLion to preserve land, 
water and air. 

“World population, now over 
five billion, will be si* billion by 
the end of the century," the study 
said. “Nearly all of this growth is 
in developing countries, by 
definition those least capable of 
absorbing it.” 

The report said industrialised 
countries must assist developing 
nations in solving population 
problems and acquiring tech- 
nology that limits environmental 
damage by industry. 

“With care and attention to 
balanced programmes of con- 
servation and sustainable 
development on the part of the 
imemationalcommunjiy. gover- 
nments, industry and all levels of 
society, the earth is capable of 
supporting the increasing needs 
of the next century," it said. 

According to the study, food 
production worldwide must 
increase by three to four per cent 
annually to feed adequately the 
present population and 1.1 
billion additional people expec- 
ted by the end of the century. 

It said agricultural growth had 
to be coupled with land 
rehabilitation, the use of safe fer- 
tilisers and pesticides, better 
water and irrigation man- 
agement and a halt Lo desertifica- 
tion if the goal was lo be met. 

Each year, the study said 
tropical forests shrank by 11 
million hectares (27 million 
acres), 26 billion tonnes of top- 
soil were lost and six million hec- 
tares (15 million acres) of new 
deserts appeared. 

The report said industrialised 
countries, which contain less 
than a quarter of the world’s 
population but consume 75 per 
cent of the energy used, had a 
tough fight ahead against 
population. 

“Thirty-one million hectares 
(77 million acres) of forest in 
Europe 3nd North America are 
already affected by acid in the air 
or the soil. 


Reduction of long-range nuclear arms 


US moving closer to accord 


WASHINGTON, May 20, 
(Reuter): A top Soviet disar- 
mament expert believes the 
United States has moved closer 
to an agreement on reducing 
long-range nuclear arms. The 
Washington Post said today. 

Colonel General Nikolai 
Chcrvov, the leading Soviet 
spokesman on arms control, told 
the Post in an interview in Mos- 
cow that the United Slates has 
indicated a willingness to 
negotiate on land-mobile mis- 
siles. 

Previously, the US position 
was to demand a ban on all sucb 
missiles but that changed after, 
the Pentagon concluded it could 
put its MX intercontinental mis- 
siles on rail cars. 

An American official in Mos- 
cow denied that the United 
States had changed policy, the 
newspaper said. But he confir- 
med US willingness to discuss 
how to verify an agreement that 
would allow both sides to deploy 


mobile missiles. 

Defence Secretary Frank 
Carlucci announced Thursday 
that the Pentagon had returned 
to a plan to have the MX 
deployed on rail cars rather than 
in silos. 

Obstacles 

Chervov said, however, that 
obstacles remained to signing a 
strategic arms reduction treaty, 
or start, which has been the 
subject of negotiations in Gen- 
eva. 

President Reagan will meet 
with Soviet leader Mikhail Gor- 
bachev in Moscow on May 29. 

Chervov cited differences over 
Reagan's Star Wars plan — as 
his space-based strategic defence 
initiative is known — and rejec- 
ted a US elTort to resolve a dis- 
agreement over sea-launched 
cruise missiles. 

Meanwhile, conservative 
critics of the US- Soviet missile 
treaty are trying to delay the 
pact's effective date until after 


the Soviets comply with five 
other treaties that President 
Reagan says they violate. 

“The Soviets cheated in the 
past and I think we can expect 
they’re going to cheat in the 
future,” said Sen. Steve Symras, 
author of an amendment calling 
for such compliance, which is up 
for debate today. 

But Sen. Claiborne Pell, chair- 
man of the foreign relations com- 
mittee, noted that Reagan s 
administration says this treaty 
should be considered on its own 
merits. 

Merits 

“To my mind, the important 
thing is what does this trealy do; 
does it help our security or harm 
it?” Pell asked. “I don’t think we 
ought to be in the position of 
cutting off our nose to spite our 
face.”

Dukakis, Jackson gear up for final contests 


Bush seeks black support 


WASHINGTON, May 20, 
(AP): Vice-President George 
Bush sought black support for 
his presidential campaign by 
meeting with civil rights leaders, 
but some participants said it will 
be hard for him to win black 
voles in light of the White 
House's civil rights record. 

Democratic front-runner 
Michael Dukakis, whose rela- 
tions with the gay community 
have been strained, faced heck- 
lers on the topic of AIDS. 

Both Dukakis and 
Democratic rival Jesse Jackson 
.were campaigning today in 
California, the last big bat- 
tleground of the Democratic 
primary season. 

With its prize of 3 14 delegates, 
the California contest on June 7 
overshadows the three other 
primaries the same day — New 
Jersey. Montana and New Mex- 
ico, which, among them offer a 


total of 152 Democratic 
delegates. 

Dukakis hopes to clinch the 
delegates needed to nominate 
with that final round of 
primaries. According to the 
latest AP delegate count, Duk- 
akis has 1.645 to Jackson’s 974, 
of the 2, OS J needed to nominate. 

Although Jackson has little 
chance of overtaking the Massa- 
chusetts Governor, fie would like 
to make California a staging 
ground for a final show of stren- 
gth before the convention. 

At a California high school on 
Thursday, Jackson spokeof “the 
sense of hope, the celebration of 
people coming together because 
we care.” 

Dukakis faced hecklers at his 
first California stop on Thurs- 
day, a rally in Los Angeles. 

“We need a President who’s 
not afraid to talk about AIDS',” 
the hecklers shoutbed. Dukakis 
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The sign 
of good taste 


did talk about AIDS, calling it “a 
disease that m ust be conquered." 

Earlier this month, Dukakis 
held a stormy meeting with gay 
activists in Los Angeles, facing 
hostile questions about his 
opposition to allowing homosex- 
ual couples to be foster parents. 

Bush, meanwhile, described 
his meeting with about 20 civil 
rights leaders last night as a “very 
good session.” 

But two participants who 
spoke with reporters afterward 
suggested Bush will have to work 
hard to overcome his association 
with the civil rights record of 
President Ronald Reagan's 
administration. 

“The Reagan administration 
record on civil rights is not a 
record that anybody can 
defend,” said Benjamin Hooks, 
who heads the National Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of 
Coloured People.

Paintings 
worth $50m 
stolen from 
Dutch museum 

AMSTERDAM, May 20, (AP): 
Three 19th-century paintings 
worth about 100 million guil- 
ders ($50 million), amoag 
them a work by Vincent Van 
Gogh, were stolen from the 
municipal museum today, 
police said. 

The three paintings were dis- 
covered missing an hour after 
the museum's alarm sounded 
after a window was broken, 
according to police spokes- 
woman Hdeen Van Der Weij- 
den. 

The missing paintings were 
“Carnations.” an 1880 work 
by Dutch painter Vincent 
Van Gogh; “The House of 
Maitre Biliaud in Nevers,” by 
Dutch painter Johan Jongk- 
ind. from 1874; and “Bottle 
with Apples,” an 1 894 still life 
by French painter Paul 
Cezanne, said Ms Van Der 
Weijden. 

She added that when a police 
patrol arrived at the scene 
after the alarm went off. the 
officers failed to notice that 
the three paintings were roissr 
ing. 

“No thing was missing from the 
?' exhibition room' J . where the 
window was broken or the 
adjacent rooms,” Ms Van 
Der Weijden told the 
Associated Press. 

The apparent theft was noticed 
for the first time when an 
employee of a private security 
firm made a routine round, 
according to the spokes- 
woman. 

It was not immediately clear 
whether the three missing 
paintings had been on display 
in the same room, or where 
that room was located 
relative to the broken win- 
dow.

Norway probing 
heavy water sale 


OSLO, May 20. (Reuter): Nor- 
way, already embarrassed by 
charges that foreign powers may 
have used heavy water bought 
from the country to make atomic 
bombs, said on Thursday it was 
investigating a sale of heavy 
water to Romania. 

Foreign Ministry spokesman 
Lasse Sam told Reuters that 
Oslo had sold 12.5 tonnes of 
heavy water to Romania in 1986 
for use in two atomic reactors 
due to be completed that year. 

“But' as far as we know, the 
reactors have not started up and 
there have been allegations that 
the water was resold to Israel.” 
he said. “We are trying to find 
out what happened.” 

Resale 

The new probe marks the third 
such investigation in two years, 
one of them already involving 
Israel. 

' Heavy water, also known as 
deuterium oxide/ can be u key 
,J ingredient inihe manufacture of 
atomic weapons but is also used 
in nuclear reactors and scientific 


research. 

Strict controls on sales of the 
water have been in force since 
Norway became a leading 
producer of it in the 1950s. 
Resale to third parlies is forbid- 
den and Oslo says the water must 
be used only for peaceful pur- 
poses. 

Norway said earlier this 
month that 15 tonnes of the 
water had vanished on its way to 
West Germany in 1983 and asked 
Bonn to help in an investigation. 
The firm which bought the water 
is alleged to have rerouted it 
illegally to India. 

International regulations for- 
bid the shipment of more than 
one tonne of heavy water to 
India, which has refused to sign a 
Nuclear Non-Proliferation 
Trealy aimed at halting the 
spread of atomic weapons. India 
detonated her first atomic bomb 
in 1974. .

ISLAMABAD. May 20, 
(Reuter): Afghan Muslim 

guerrillas have blocked all roads 
to Jalalabad, the city which con- 
trols the eastern approaches to 
Kabul, an alliance of guerrilla 
parlies said. 

Only one major east-west road 
passes through Jalalabad, along 
the valjey of the Kabul River, 
and this has been cut by the 
guerrillas, a spokesman for the 
Islamic alliance said from its 
headquarters in the Pakistani 
border town of Peshawar. 

The spokesman said all other 
roads from Jalalabad were also 
blocked.

These smaller roads disappear 
into the surrounding mountains, 
most of which the guerrillas now 
control anyway. Western 
military experts said. 

The first Soviet troops to start 
withdrawing from Afghanistan 
under the terms of an inter- 
national agreement left Jalabad 
on May 15.

Indian town of Aurangabad, 
police said today. 

They told Reuters by tele- 
phone from the town 270 km east 
of Bombay that a round-the- 
clock curfew had been imposed 
in a bid to end the violence. 

The curfew was lifted briefly 
this morning to allow people to 
buy food but reimposed. Police 
said they had been given orders 
to shoot curfew- breakers on 
sight. 

They said the trouble broke 
out on Tuesday, the eve of the 
Eid A I Fitr festival marking the 
end of the holy fasting month of 
Ramadan, when a court delayed 
judgement in a case seeking the 
annulmen t of a mayoral election. 

Police would not say who star- 
ted (he riots in a city whereabout 
a quarter of the 300,000 people 
are Muslim. But they said hun- 
dreds of people who gathered at 
the court to hear the expected 
judgement went on the rampage 
when it was delayed. 

The suit was brought by the 
right-wing Hindu Shiv Sena 
party — slogan “India is for Hin- 
dus” — which won 27 of 60 seals 
to emerge as the largest single 
party in municipal elections in 
April. 

The council election was 
marred by violence. 

Shiv Sena boycotted a council 
meeting at which the new mayor 
was elected. The candidate of the 
Congress (1 ) Party of Prime Min- 
ister Rajiv Gandhi, which holds 
power in Maharashtra state cen- 
tred on Bombay, was voted into 
office.

The spokesman, a member of

The diplomats said many 
small towns and villages had 
fallen to the guerrillas in this way, 
but if Jalalabad also fell it would 
be a severe blow to Najibullah 's 


government. 

Meanwhile, a Moscow official 
indicated on Thursday that up to 
1 5,000 Sovielt troops had died in 
Afghanistan since the interven- 
tion began in December 1979. 

The official, Eduard Ro2entaI 
oflhe semi-official Novosti press 
agency, told a news conference 
that he had no exact statistics on 
Soviet casualties in the war. 

But he said he believed one 
foreign news agency report that 
the dead totalled between 12,000 
and 15,000 “is more or less 
correct.” 

Pakistan's acting foreign mini- 
ster returned on Thursday from a 
visit to Moscow and said his 
country will continue to help the 
United Stales proride assistance 
to anti-communist Afghan 
guerrillas. 

Pakistan’s official APP news 
agency quoted Zain Noorani, 
Minister of State for Foreign 
Affairs, as saying upon his return 
to Karachi that his three-day 
visit to the Soviet Union had 
been "more than satisfactory.” 


China may execute 
Tibetan dissidents 


NEW DELHI, May 20. 

...(Reuter): China has decided to 
.execute four Tibetans accused of 
stoning and beating to death a 
Tibetan policeman in an anti- 
Chinese riot in Lhasa on March 
5, Tibetan exiles said here. 

There has been no official 
word from China about the fate 
of the men but the committee of 
Tibetan students in exile said that 
it had heard the news on Lhasa 
Radio. 

Fifteen hundred Tibetan 
women burnt a Chinese flag and 
shouted slogans denouncing the 
derision outside the Chinese 
Embassy in Delhi. 

“We are convinced that these 
four Tibetan youths have been 
framed by your men in Tibet in 
order to make them an example 
to the majority of the Tibetan 
people to prevent them from 
staging independence demon- 
strations in the future,” the com- 
mittee said in a statement- 

1 1 also demanded the release of 


other Tibetans arrested at the 
Lhasa protest. 

The only official news, about 
the four men since their arrest 
was a report in a Chinese news- 
paper that one of them had been 
expelled from Tibet University. 

More than 92,000 Tibetans, 
including their spiritual leader, 
the Dalai Lama, live in India. 
where they fled after an abortive 
1959 uprising against Chinese 
rule. 

Meanwhile about 400 people 
led by Tibetan monks marched 
today through the streets of 
Dharamsala to appeal to China 
to spare four Tibetan arrested in 
the death of a Chinese 
policeman. 

Dharamsala, in the northern 
Indian state of Himachal 
Pradesh, is the home of the Dalai 
Lama. 

Tibetan shops and businesses 
were closed today as part of the 
protest. 


SEOUL, May 20, (AP): Radical 
students hurled six homemade 
bombs into the US embassy and 
injured a police officer today as 
anti -government protests con- 
tinued for a fourth day. 

Students staged demonstra- 
tions and marches at some 
colleges in Seoul and other cities 
after three days of fierce clashes 
between riot police and demon- 
strators demanding the fall of 
president Roh Tae Woo. ' 

“Down with the military dic- 
tatorship” and “drive out the 
yankee imperialists,” students 
shouted at the mainly peaceful 
protests today. 

Injured 

Students canning a South 
Korean flag and banners den- 
ouncing the government and the 
United States scaled over the 
walls of the US embassy com- 
pound and others rushed the 
gate, police said. They hurled six 
bombs at police guards and one 
officer was hurt when four of the 
devices exploded. 

Students ran around the com- 
pound for several minuLes, 
shouting slogans and scattering 
leaflets before riot police overp- 
owered and arrested seven prote- 
sters. Eyewitnesses said some 
students goi away. 


Women in 
China face 
sexual 
exploitation 

BEIJING, May 20. (Reuter): 
Chinese women have been 
fined for losing their virginity 
before marriage, traded like 
goods and are being lured into 
prostitution, according to a 
candid expose in an official 
magazine. 

May's edition of China Bridge 
said zealous authorities in 
Dali in the southern province 
of Yunnan had fined women 
50 yuan ($13) if p re-marital 
check-ups revealed they were 
not virgins. 

“Some women committed 
suicide because of this,” the 
magazine said, quoting the 
official Yunnan legal news. 

China Bridge said the fines were 
illegal but many peasant 
yvomendid not know their 
sexual rights. 

, Health checjts are compulsory in 
, ! ‘ '^ina.Kefore.coupte are all- 
' owed to marry but there is no 
law expressly prohibiting sex 
before marriage. 

In its frank article headline “sex- 
ual problems in mainland 
China”, the magaizne 
exposed exploitation of 
women, ignorance of young 
people on questions of sex 
and warned against the rising 
dangers of venereal diseases 
and AIDS. 

Such usually taboo subjects as 
homosexuality and mastur- 
bation were also mentioned. 

It urged the authorities to draw 
up precise laws defining sex- 
ual crimes aijd protecting 
people's rights. 

“Because there are no clear rules 
defining the severity of sexual 
offences, verdicts can depend 
on whether the judge is feeling 
happy or not," a lawyer was 
quoted as saying. 


Egypt and Algeria may resume ties 


CAIRO. May 20. (AP): Egypt 
expects to resume diplomatic 
relations next week with Algeria, 
one of Cairo's harshest critics for 
its peace with Israel, a leading 
state-owned publication said. 

The rapprochement would 
end a rupture of more than nine 
years and leave only Libya and 
Syria among original hardline 
radicals shunning Egypt because 
of its Israeli connections. 
Lebanon, in Syria's shadow, also 
has not returned an ambassador 
to Cairo. 

A1 Mussawar, a weekly known 
to be dose to the top echelons of 
government, said Egypt's recon- 
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dilation with Algeria is expected 
to be announced next Wednes- 
day in Ethiopia's capital Addis 
Ababa. 

A joint statement is expected 
to be distributed there after a 
meeting between the two 
presidents, Hosni Mubarak of 
Egypt and Algeria's Chadli Ben- 
djedid. A1 Mussawar said. They 
will be in Ethiopia for a Pan- 
African summit conference 
marking the silver jubilee of the 
Organisation of African Unity, 
headquartered in Addis Ababa. 

A1 Mussawar said Osama El 
Baz. Mubarak's top political 
aide, will visit Algeria on Satur- 
day and Sunday to prepare for 
the Bendjedid-Mubarak sum- 
mit. *■ Agreement has been rea- 


ched on the wording of the joint 
statement,” it added. 

If the diplomatic reconcilia- 
tion occurs as forecast. Algeria 
will be the 1 2th member of the 
Arab League to restore lies with 
Egypt since a League summit last 
November in Jordan’s capital 
Amman. A summit resolution 
absolved members of any collec- 
tive obligation to maintain a 
League-imposed break with 
Egypt that followed its 1979 
peace treaty with Israel.

Judge refuses to fre^ 
jailed Israeli newsmen 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
May 20. ( UPI): A Tel Aviv judge 
refused to release four jailed 
Israeli journalists, saying there is 
sufficient evidence to believe they 
damaged slate security and were 
members of a hostile organisa- 
tion, Army Radio reported. 

Judge Arieh Even-Ari refused 
Thursday to order the release of 
the editors from the leftist weekly 
Derech Hanitzotz. published in 
Hebrew and Arabic, which was 
closed by the government this 
year. 

The judge also extended the 
detention of publisher Assaf 
Adiv for another 10 days, the 
radio reported. Adiv was arres- 
ted Tuesday while a CBS News 
television crew interviewed him. 

Citing security concerns, the 


government prevented publica- 
tion of the charges against the 
editors, and hearings on their 
cases have been dosed. 

But the judge said that after 
reading newspaper accounts or 
the case, he saw no reason to 
prevent publication of informa- 
tion on the affair. Army Radio 
reported. 

He said some of the editors 
allegedly confessed in detail to a 
criminal conspiracy, though 
some later retracted their 
statements. Army Radio repor- 
ted. 

“The prosecution has not only 
these confessions . . . but also 
additional incriminating 
evidence." Lbe radio quoted the 
judge as saying. 


“Drive out the US.” the 
students shouted.

Opposition church groups also 
called for peaceful protests. 

National police remained on 
nationwide alert. RioL police 
squads stood guard at key loca- 
tions in Seoul or waited out of 
sight in side streets. 

Charge 

Protesters have denounced the 
United Stales in demonstrations 
this week, charging that Washin- 
gton supports military dictator- 
ship in South Korea. Radical 
leaders want the 40,000 US 
troops based in South Korea 
expelled and an end to Seoul's 


alliance with Wa hmgton. 

Protesters broke windows and 
hurled firebombs on Thursday at 
the Seoul office of the US Infor- 
mation Agency. The centre was 
seized by radicals in February 
who exploded several bombs 
that caused minor damage. 

Radical groups reject broad 
democratic reforms made by the 
Roh government since it took 
power in February. The radicals 
contend the nation is not a 
democracy and demand a 
nationwide revolt. 

Anniversary 

Roh is distrusted by many 
Koreans because of the role he 
played in the authoritarian 
government of former President 
Chun Doo Hwan, who stepped 
down in February. Roh narr- 
owly won presidential elections 
in December over divided 
opposition candidates. 

Three days of major clashes hit 
Seoul and other cities this week 
as thousands of students and dis- 
sidents hurling firebombs and 
rocks battled riot police in the 
streets.

The protests were called to

Diwaniya is like a barometer

ACROSS Kuwait hundreds of 
diwaniyas sit each week to debate 
anything from battles in Beirut to 
the price of pigeons. 

. Oil wealth has changed much 
m the Gulf desert slate sandwi- 
ched between Saudi Arabia and 
Iraq, but the age-old custom of 
the diwaniya — a salon where 
men meet and talk — is as robust 
as ever. 

“It’s like a barometer. Y ou can 
know everything that's going on 
in the country from a diwaniya,” 
said Sulatman Al Askari, 
Kuwait's Assistant Secretary 
General of the National Council 
for Culture. 

“In a diwaniya, you can say 
anything you like, without fear", 
he added. 

Conduit 

In a small, close-knit society of 
700,000, news is devoured with a 
passion. Despite newspapers, 
radio, and television the diwan- 
iya remains a vital conduit. 

Kuwaiti men are adamant that 
backyard satellite dishes, mobile 
telephones and video will not 
oust and evening at their 
favourite diwaniya for relaxa- 
tion, gossip and keeping in 
touch. 

“It’s like a soda! club, or a 
neighbourhood association," 
said former Finance Minister 
Abdul Latif Al Hamad, who now 
heads the Arab Fund for Econ- 


omic and Social Development. 

“It's our diwaniya,” said 
educator Hussein Al Youssef, 
who frequently invites speakers 
to address topical and often con- 
troversial issues. 

Unique 

Now they are an alternative 
forum for public debate. 

Informal, democratic, often 
boisterous, they may be unique. 

In other Gulf stales, Arab 
tribal elders, princes and sheikhs 
traditionally open their palaces 
to hear the people’s grievances 
but the gatherings rarely spawn 
the free-wheeling debate of the 
Kuwaiti diwaniya. 

"Ministers, employees, 
traders, lawyers and professors 
gather to discuss sensitive social 
and political issues," said Askari. 
“They know they will not be 
taken to task the next day." 

A diwaniya can be an omaLe 
room where chandeliers hang 
from a carved wood ceiling, or it 
can be a simple square on an 
outdoor terrace with carpets 
spread on wooden beaches.

Proposal to discontinue 
routine X-rays 


IN a report submitted by the 
Quality and Anti-Contagion 
Control Department of 
Kuwait's Ministry of Public 
Health it was recommended that 
routine X-rays be discontinued. 

The report, based on studies 
for the period from September 
1987 to March 1988, said that 
most of the patients given X-rays 
could have been adequately diag- 
nosed without them. 

According to the report , 
routine X-rays represent six to 1 0 
per cent of the expenditure of the 
radiology department and 99.6 
per cent of them come back 
negative. 

The report, which has been 
submitted to the higher ministry 
authority, also recommended 


further cuts in laboratory work 
at hospitals. It said thatalthough 
there were repeated complaints 
about insufficient quantities of 
blood, some stored blood 
remained unused and had to be 
discarded. 

A committee has been set up to 
monitor the use of antibiotics in 
all of the hospitals in an attempt 
to avoid their misuse and to 
protect patients from adverse 
affects, the report added. 

The report stated Lhat the com- 
mittee assigned to review medical 
records had found that follow-up 
on patients* files had improved 
significantly and was being done 
according to designated 
procedures. 


Research on radiation 


AN official source al Kuwait Ins- 
titute for Scientific Research 
tKisr) said research work on sun 
radiation in Kuwait provides an 
informative base on daily and 
seasonal changes of sun radia- 
tion intensity in Kuwait. He 
added that this research is inten- 
ded to assist scientists at the ins- 
titute to collect and analyse data 
on the sun rainbow colours and 
their characteristics and to com- 
prehend the effect on climatic 
changes. 

Accordingly, the institute 
established a weather station 
equipped with the latest censor- 
ing and measuring devices. The 
station is linked to a computer 


network to record and analyse 
collected data. 

The source added that these 
measurements are intended to 
provide a comprehensive picture 
on sun source characteristics in 
Kuwait. Additionally, they are 
considered vital to evaluating 
economical feasibility of sun 
applications in the design of sun 
systems. 

The sun’s energy is measured 
with an amount ofradiation on a 
horizontal unit area. This 
amount, he said, approaches 
2000 kilowatt-hours on one 
metre square as an average stan- 
dard for Kuwaiti areas.

’s youth urged to join expeditions

IN 1 985 a group of young people 
from different countries gath- 
ered in Honduras where they set 
out to build a school and repair a 
lighthouse in a small town of 
Roatan. Soon after, another 
group of enthusiasts took off to 
Ferutoinstai water pumps in the 
interior of the country while yet 
another group worked with oph- 
thalmic medical teams helping to 
restore the sight of people in 
Malaysia. 

Since 1984, teams of young 
explorers have patrolled the 
steamy jungles of Costa Rica, 
climbed Mt Kenya, walked on 
San Raphael Glacier in Chile, 
studied the flora of tropical rain 
forests in Central America, have 
gone desert crossing in Australia 
and diving off the Pacific islands 
to conduct tiger shark surveys. 

They were all 17 to 24 years of 
age, had boundless energy and an 
adventurous spirit. They had a 
strong interest iri learning about 
other people, the environment 
and themselves. They left their 
markon the life of different com- 
munities in remote parts of the 
world. These communities, in 
turn, changed the outlook of 
young explorers many of whom 
returned to faraway villages and 
camps to continue their work. 

They were all part of a four 
year project. Operation Raleigh, 
now extended due to growing 
interest. 

Expeditions 

The Scientific Exploration 
Society from Britain is presently 
seeking to attract young people 
from Kuwait to join Operation 
Raleigh, a series of three-month 
expeditions which combine 
scientific research, community 
work and adventure in places as 
far apart as Alaska and Indon- 
esia. 

The participants, known as 
venturers, are presented with 
challenges designed to 
encourage them to explore the 
environment and their own men- 
ial and physical capabilities. The 
aim is to imbue them with 
qualities of leadership, 
camaraderie and self-confidence 
and prepare them for challenging 
moments later in life. 

Operation Raleigh's liaison 
officer in Kuwait, Dr Kathryn 
Monk, an ecologist, believes that 
young people in Kuwait can find 
expeditions extremely reward- 
ing. “These expeditions teach 
young people leadership and res- 
ponsibility, help them build up 
awareness of the needs of others 
and also help them discover 
themselves, all by tackling very 
exciting projects,” she says. They 
also promote international rela- 
tions. 

Participants 

Colonel John Blashford-SnelL, 
the driving force behind Opera- 
tion Raleigh, and Operation 
Drake which preceded it, said 
recently: “The point of exploring 
is to increase man’s awareness of 
the environment and indeed of 
his fellow man. This bodes for a 
better future while we are push- 
ing up the daisies." 

The Operation Raleigh, desig-

ned to include 4,000 young peo- 
ple, has attracted participants 
from 25 countries, among them a 
number of Bahrainis, Omanis 
and Jordanians. Places are still 
available. Dr Monk says, for 
expeditions to Panama, Alaska, 
the UK, the Rocky Mountains in 
the US, Guayana. Portugal, the 
Appalachians in the US, Kenya, 
Turks and Caicos Islands, 
Cameroon and Bahamas, all of 
which will take place in the latter 
part of this year and in early 
1989. 

' Dr Monk is leaving for Kenya 
in early June where she will as a 
staff member conduct the scien- 
tific programme for venturers 
joining two three-month expedi- 
tions at two different sites. 

Each expedition is divided into 
three parts each lasting a month, 
says Dr Monk. Community 
work includes the construction 
of bridges, schools, clinics, 
irrigation ditches and national 
park development. Scientific 
projects provide opportunities 
for research in botany, zoology, 
marine science, medicine* 
geology and geography. Dr 
Monk's project will centre on the 
ecology of insects in northern 
Kenya. The venturers are also 
known to have gone prospecting 
for mineral deposits in fast-flow- 
ing rivers or exploring coral 
reefs. Snake searches, frog wat- 
ches and bat and bird studies 
have been some of the scientific 
tasks that venturers have 
enjoyed. Seeking adventure, the 
young explorers have gone river 
rafting, mountaineering, ice 
climbing. They crisscrossed 
deserts, oceans and jungles and 
peered into caves, some of them 
uncharted and unexplored 
purely for the challenge. Among 
the more exciting and arduous 
undertakings took place in Pak- 
istan last year when venturers 
retraced Alexander the Great’s 
journey and the ancient silk route 
using camels. 

Operation Raleigh, named

The prospective venturers 
have to be between 17 and 24 
years of age, fit, compatible, 
should be able to speak some 
English and swim. Their selec- 
tion is approved after they pass 
an outdoor oriented selection 
test. 

“It is no picnic,” says Dr 
Monk. “One has to be prepared 
to work hard, to get dirty, 
uncomfortable and wet.” 

The venturers live in camps 
and have to be prepared to carry 
their own rucksacks packed with 
gear such as a whistle, a pen 
knife, a first-aid kit, walking 
boots, a sleeping bag — the kind 
of equipment useful when learn- 
ing how to survive in the wilder- 
ness, says Dr Monk. Transport, 
such as vehicles and canoes, are 
provided by the organisation. 

Danger 

Dr Monk is at pains to point 
out that venturers will not be in 
danger. “The only danger comes 
when venturers ignore the ins- 
tructions of their leaders," she 
says. 

The cost of joining the expedi- 
tion is about £3,000 all inclusive. 
Venturers, as well as staff, are 
encouraged to raise funds 
through events organised by 
themselves or by approaching 
companies and government . 
departments to help them, thus 
showing ingenuity, much of 
which they will need throughout 
the expedition. 

Dr Monk herself is presently 
on the look out for sponsorship 
and would. welcome contribu- 
tions from companies or 
individuals ready to support the- 
worthwhile project. In fact the 
entire Operation Raleigh, a non- 
profit organisation patronised 
by Prince Charles, relies on the 
generosity of sponsors many 
among them from commercial'

India charting new 
strategy for women

N EW DELHI, | Reuter): India is 
charting an ambitious course 
designed to help its 370 million 
women to catch up with men in 
social and economic status by the 
end of this century. 

A govememnl spokeswoman 
said the plan aims to end dis- 
crimination against women in 
jobs, free them from religious 
laws and enforce legislation 
protecting them against crimes 
such as those connected with 
dowries. 

“It is the most extensive 
programme we have ever had for 
women," the spokeswoman said, 
adding: "It attempts to coordin- 
ate efforts of several ministries 
towards helping women achieve 
progress." 

Dowries are against the law, 
but tradition still demands a 
bride bring gifts or cash for her 
new family. If demands for big- 
ger dowries are not met, brides 
are sometimes k i I led by their hus- 
bands or in-laws. 


Thrust 


“It (the plan) seeks a new 
thrust and responsiveness to 
development programmes and 
recommends certain special 
measures for women to ensure 
[hat they catch up with the main- 
stream' by 2000 AD,” said 
Women’s Affairs Minister Mar- 
garet Alva. 

The plan was debated on May 
17 by a committee headed by 
Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi. 

Rajiv has given women’s 
rights prominence since he took 
office in 1984, but the new plan 
does not have universal backing. 

Veena Mazumdar, head of the 
Centre for Women’s Develop- 
ment and Studies in New Delhi, 
said she opposed a separate plan 
for women. 

“We should have women’s 
programmes incorporated in the 
development plans of different 
ministries." she said. 

The plan, due to come into 
force later in 1 988. also includes a 
potentially controversial 
measure making all laws equally 
applicable to Hindus, Muslims 
and Christians by the year 2000, 
erasing current exceptions on 
religious grounds. 

The move is bound to^ anger 
hardliners among India's 100 
million Muslims, the country's 


million have always been tense, 
but were further strained in 1986 
when the supreme court 
overruled an Islamic law denying 
alimony payments to a divorced 
Muslim woman. 

Rajiv brought the dispute to 
an end by compromise legisla- 
tion which makes a divorced 
Muslim woman's family respon- 
sible for her welfare. 

Mazumdar acknowledged the 
potential for trouble. “But can 
we plan without taking risks?” 
she asked. 

The main thrust of the plan is 
to help some 1 70 million women 
who live in poverty. 

India has made some progress 
in improving the lot of women, 
with life expectancy rising from 
44.7 years in 1960-71 to 52.9 
years in 1971-81. 

But there is still a long way to 
go.- 

One of the latest threats to 
women is the increasing use of 
pre-natal sex tests, which have 
led to abortions of female 
foetuses. Apart from a 
traditional desire for male chil- 
dren, female babies grow up Lo 
require expensive dowries. 

The 1981 census found 75 per 
cent of Indian women illiterate, 
with enrolment of girls in higher 
education almost static between 
1975 and 1985. 


Women in rural areas, where 
most Indians live, do an average 
of 1 2 hours of agricultural work a 
day as well as domestic work, the 
government says. 

To reverse these trends, the 
plan recommends a review of 
property laws to ensure women’s 
rights to land. 

It also says women should 
comprise 30 per cent of can- 
didates in every list sent to prosp- 
ective employers by government- 
run employment exchanges. -

His anger was almost palpable 
in March too loo after two Brit- 
ish soldiers blundered into an 
I RA funeral, were beaten up and 
then shot. 

Recalling that scene, which 
was enacted before television 
cameras, he said: “For a ghastly 
half hour, the mask slipped. The 
real face of IRA violence was 
shown and it was horrible to 


Daly canvasses to end the grin- 


ding poverty, desperation and 
soaring unemployment of Bel- 
fast Catholic ghettos by urging 
Britain to boost investment, 
housing and job prospects. 

Never one to underestimate 
his foe. Daly said: "'There is no 
more experienced and skilled 
guerrilla organisation in Wes- 
tern Europe than the IRA.” 

“They have the capacity and 
the will to continue their cam- 
paign indefinitely. They can go 
on for 20 more years. No 
problem. But they will not be one 
inch nearer their objective.”

" 1 1 looks as if there is a struggle 
for power between different fac- 
tions and gangs are out to prove 
their muscle and ruthlessness.

“It remains to be seen if there 
will be a new series of retaliatory 
atrocities by the IRA which 
could stoke the flames still fur- 
ther.” he added. 

He said the IRA “will strongly 
deny there is anything sectarian 
in their motivation but they have 
never ceased to present them- 
selves as defenders of the Cath- 
olic ghettos.’’ 

Daly, a theological scholar 
propelled into the Irish national- 
ist frontline when he became 
bishop in 1982, argues that job 
discrimination and economic 
stagnation must be stemmed. 

That is the way to halt the 
violence which thrives in rund- 
own and despairing ghettos 
where the young face a grim 
future and little chance of a job. 

But Daly is not all gloom in 
viewing the future. On the 
political front he argues: “There 
are reasons for hope. The new 
mood for dialogue is_ still- very 
partial, tentative and timid but it 
is a big change from 1985.” 
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Racial tension simmers on China’s Silk Road

KASHGAR, West China, 
(Reuter): Ancient, racial and 
religious hatreds still simmer in 
this remote oasis city of China’s 
fabled Silk Road, ruled from 
Peking buL geographically and 
cultural closer to Turkey. 

Han Chinese hold most of the 
leading Communist Party posts 
in the region despite being out- 
numbered by Muslim Central 
Asians, some blue-eyed and 
auburn-haired, whose resent- 
ment of Lhe settlers from the east 
has contributed to Kashgar’s 
bloody history. 

Local government officials 
confirmed for the first time this 
month a that an organised upris- 
ing against Chinese rule took 
place as late- as the early 1 980s. 

Rebellion 

Muslim peasantsin Payzawat, 
100 km (60 miles) east of Kash- 
gar. raided a military armoury 
and attacked Han Chinese with 
the stolen weapons. Units of the 


member, said a group “bent on 
destroying ethnic unity” had 
been responsible but that he 
knew no further details. 

Payzawat — called Jiashi 
county by Peking — is closed to 
foreigners although overseas 
tour groups now regularly visit 
Kashgar.

There is no hope," said 
one well-educated Uygur. 

Han Chinese, many ordered to 
Xinjiang in the 1960s under Mao 
Tsetung’s now discredited policy 


of turning wilderness over to 
agriculture, make up 40 per cent 
of Xinjiang's population of 14 
million, according lo official 
figures. 

The Uygure, whose language 
is close to Turkish, and other 
Muslim ethnic groups say that 
among their grievances are cul- 
tural discrimination, the use of 
Xinjiang labour camps as a dum- 
ping ‘ground for convicts from 
east China, and past nuclear 
bomb tests in the region. 

Passions are roused, too, 
against the large concentrations 
of Chinese troops defendingXin- 
jiang’s sensitive — and still dis- 
puted — borders with the Soviet 
Union, Afghanistan, Pakistan 
and India. 

The Kashgar area is a divided 
community, with an Han Chin- 
ese concentrated in the neigh- 
bouring county of Sule, where 
local people say a major military 
base is located. Sule, like most of 
Xinjiang, is closed to foreigners. 

“The Chinese think we are 
stupid, dirty, and backward. 
They want us to be like them or 
disappear,” said another young 
Uygur named Ibrahim, adding 
that d urin g a visit to Beijing he 
had brawled with Han Chinese 
who taunted him as a ’mutton 


Government officials say 
many Muslims traders have 
become wealthy under free- 
' market economic reforms, but 
outlying villages m southern 
Xinjiang are gnndingly poor. An 
epidemic of a rare strain of 
hepatitis, caused by poor sanita- 
tion. killed 650 people in Xin- 
jiang in late 1987. 

Despite the tensions, recent 
organised political resistance to 
Chinese rule has been limited to 
' protest marches by Uygur 
students in 1 986 and the sending 
of occasional anonymous lea- 
flets calling for an independent 
Xinjiang to Beijing-based 
foreign journalists. 

Local officials are eager to 
point out that Beijing's policy is 
now one of positive discriraina- 
' tion towards the Uygurs, who are 
exempted from China’s strict one 
child per family policy and are 
admitted to attend university 
with school grades lower than the 
national standard. 

Kashgar police authorities 
take care to dispatch only Uygur

I Brazil’s children pay 
; high cost of debt crisis

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SAO PAULO, (Reuter): About 
40 children die every hour in. 
Brazil, a nation where the young 
bear much of the brunt of the 
economic crisis, doctors and 
economists say. 

In an effort to cut public spen- 
ding and service its massive $ 1 21 
billion external debt, Brazil is 
investing less in health care today 
than it did m the 1 970s. 

At a recent Sao Paulo con- 
ference on the impact of the econ- 
omic crisis on child welfare, doc- 
tors. sociologists and economists 
issued a ringing warning to the 
government: Unless child health 
care is quickly improved, Brazil 
will pay a very heavy price 
indeed. 

Navantino Alves Filho, a con- 
sultant with . the Brazilian 
Pediatric Society, told tije con- 
ference that about 40 children die 
every hour in Brazil .and about 
two minion were expected to'dse 
over the next five years,' mainly 
from malnutrition.

John Donohue, director of the 
United Nations Children's Fund 
(Unicef), told Reuters: “Half of 
Brazil's >20,000 children up to 
the age of five who die each year 
could be saved if basic sanitation 
and education programmes were 
implemented." 

Child deaths are usually 
caused by diarrhoea, infectious 
disease and malnutrition. 

In Brazil's northeast, acute 
malnutrition is producing a gen- 


eration of stunted people little 
bigger than African pygmies. 

It is a startling reality for the 
world's eighth largest economy 
and the biggest by far in the 
southern hemisphere. 

Official statistics show that 
infant mortality rates vary con- 
siderably from year to year, 
apparently reflecting the ups and 
downs in the economy. 

The rate decreased steadily 
during the 1970s, but in 1984, a 
year of serious recession, the rate 
jumped to 68.2 deaths per 1,000 
births compared to 62.7 in 1 982. 

In 1986, government-imposed 
price controls led lo a rise in real 
income and brought the mor- 
. taiily rate down to 53 deaths per 
1 ,000 births, the lowest ever. 

But with controls lifted and 
inflation skyrocketing at 20 per 
cent a month, experts say more 
deaths will resulL

“Given past experience it is 
cI&lt' that the '-social cosCdf this 
economic crisis in terms of infant 
mortality will mirror those of the 
1984 recession,” Malaquias Bat- 
ista Filho, a nutrition lecturer 
from Recife University, told 
Reuters. 

Batista and other experts 
accused the government of con- 
centrating on balance of 
payment problems and of ignor- 
ing the needy, particularly in the 
countryside. 

They mocked President Jose 
Sarney’s slogan which boasts 
“Everything for social welfare” 
and argued that the few 1987 
statistics available showed 


government neglect of the poor. 

Wei fare expenditure fell about 
13 per cent in 1987 compared 
with 1986, while money going 
specifically to medical care drop- 
ped >0 per cent, according to 
official figures.

Unnecessary Caesarean births 
are encouraged by underpaid 
doctors who wish to double their 
profits and save lime. 

According to Roberto 
Macedo. a leading Brazilian 
economist and a contributor lo 
the World Bank report, Brazil 
has traditionally sponsored 
programmes for urban workers 
while widely ignoring the rural 
and underemployed classes. 

“The programmes miss their 
target,” he said.

Melanesian nationalism on rise

SYDNEY, (Reuter): A military 
coup ip Fiji and violence in the 
French territory of New 
Caledonia have triggered a surge 
of nationalism which could shat- 
ter political tranquillity in the- 
South Pacific. 

The indigenous Melanesians 
have long been admired for their 
gentleness and leisurely 
approach to life.

He added: “These tendencies 
will surface more and more in the 
years to come. The South Pacific 
will become a politically volatile 
area and it wifi not subside until 
nationalistic indigenous desires 
are fulfilled.” 

In the Solomon Island,. the 
government says it is reviewing 
its constitution to protect 
indigenous rights and restrict 
immigration. Ethinic Chinese, 
mostly businessmen, are the 
main migrants and form 10 per 
cent ofthe 200.000 population. 

A year after the coup in Fiji, 
the military is entrenched behind 
an interim civilian government 
committed to ensuring Melan- 
esians remain in perpetual 
political control. 

In New Caledonia, Melan- 
esian Kanaks, demanding 
independence, havecalled a tem- 
porary halt to a violent anti- 
French campaign in which about 
30 people have been killed. 

Other South Pacific island 
states applauded the aims of the 
Fijian coup, condemned the 
French and declared full support 

for the Kanak cause, seeing it as a 
battle for the Melanesian, birth- 
right. 

Papua New Guinea, the 
Solomon Islands and Vanuatu 


formalised their Melanesian 
spearhead group in March and 
invited Fiji to join them in con- 
solidating traditional cultural 
and economic links. 

Papua New Guinea Prime 
Minister Pais Wingti told France 
on Wednesday it should with- 
draw its troops from New 
Caledonia immediately to avoid 
a bloodbath. 

None ofthe Melanesian island 
slates has the strength to provide 
overt assistance to the Kanaks. 
but they have vowed to mount an 
international campaign to end 
French rule in New Caledonia. 

Officials of the 14-member 
South Pacific forum warned that 
France could not dismiss the 
current Kanak campaign and its 
harsh military response as purely 
an internal matter. 

The Melanesian states were 
also more united after develop- 
ments in Fiji, they said. 

Rabuka, who kidnapped Fiji's 
first Indian-dominated govern- 
ment from parliament at gun- 
point, has vowed to ensure 


indigenous people will always be 
masters in their own land. ■ 


He has said ethnic Indians, 
who dominate- Fiji’s economy 
will never again be allowed 
political power.

George Michael: 
superstar in crisis

AT the age of eight, Yorgos 
Kyriakou Panayiotou was a 
■fat, spotty, bespectacled' boy 
who desperately wanted to be 
famous. The son of a Greek- 
Cypriot restaurateur from 
Busbey, Herts, he dreamed of 
'growing up to be David Cas- 
sidy.’ 

Today, waistline, complex- 
ion and name unrecognisably 
changed, he has more than the 
pretty-faced but now forgotten 
I Partridge Family singer ever 
' had. 

Approaching 25 years old, he 
is a millionaire, acknowledged 
os Britain’ shining pop talent. 
H is tanned, gymtone body with 
perfectly clipped stubble is 
known from Peking to Penn- ' 
sylvania. Princess Diana even 
admits he’s ’gorgeous.’ 

Bui in the manner of all the 
worst rock V roll cliches, the 
dream has soured. Behind the 
dark, mirror sunglasses that are 
another of his trademarks, 
George Michael is a man in 
crisis. 

He admits it. Five years ago, 
as the talented half of Wham , 
pop music meant cocktail- 
■vwUlmg. boys-aboul-iown fun 
■veil his old schoolfriend 
Andrew Ridgeley. He drooled: 
‘what belter job could you 
have? It's absolutely brilliant. 
This has got to be the only busi- 
ness in the world where you can 
have so much money and no 
one to answer to.’ 

Now a wiser, sadder Michael 
says he ‘faa tes’ his present, limo- 
hopping lifestyle. 'Now and 
again I just want to forget all 
a bout w. hat I do for a living,' he 
says. 

Last night, in the almost ant- 
iseptically dean Festhalle, a 
faceless hall in the heart of the 
faceless financial capital of 
West Germany, it was easy to 
understand his problem. As his 
Muck, misled-windowed limo 
glided along the autoroute into 
the gleaming, skyscrapered 
centre of Frankfurt, it could 
just as easily have been Dallas 
or Detroit. Wherever it was, it 
wasn’t where he wants to be — 
home in London. 


Frankfurt is where Michael 
resumed his already disaster- 
ridden ‘Faith* tour after a two- 
week break. The lay-off, 
ordered by doctors, followed 
the cancellation of four Aus- 
tralian concerts earlier in the 
year. 

Officially the problems have 
been medical — first the 
recurrency of an old back 
problem, then a strain of his 
throat. But as he prepared for 
the headlong dash back into the 
airporl-to-sound check-to-ho-. 
tel-to-concert rush of touring 
yesterday, it was dear there is 
more to it than (hat 

T hate touring, I really do,’ 
he told me before he began this 
latest gruelling leg of a mam- 
moth. 1 50-date world tour that 
has yet to take in Britain and 
North and South America. 'I 
hate the travelling, the process 
of being on the road and having 
to be protected. You have to 
stay with it, when all you want 
to do is go home and forget 
about it — forget about what 
you do for a living.' 

He admits that part of it 
stems from being without Rid- 
geley, his partner in Wham! for 
three years before Michael dis- 
banded the duo in 1985. Tour- 
ing and performing on his own 
is tough, he says. ‘It is, I admit, 
very strange. He is still one ofa 
group of very few close friends I 
have. There is twice as much 
pressure on me without him.’ 

But it is also to do with the 
fear Michael has that super- 
stardom could leave him 
forever a lonely man. He is 
scared by what pop has done to 
people like Michael Jackson. 
The reclusive, eccentric 
American, who is one of his few 
rivals on the world pop scene, is 
dearly in his mind when he 
says: ‘I have seen the seclusion 
some people have and the 
unhappiness that comes with it. 
I don’t want that to happen to 
me.’ 

It is that more than anything 
which is likely to drive him 
away from pop’s mainstream. 
He will not be drawn, onlv say- 
ing obtusely: ‘I am not going to 
follow thepathexpected of me.’ 
But he admits Liial acting may

Michael has recovered from 
his throat illness in Portugal 
and the south of France. 

With him there, as she has 
been during the beginning °f 
the tour, was his girlfriend of 
two years, make-up artist 
Kathy Yeung. Michael has 
admitted he was emotionally 
destroyed by the break up ofhis 
previous relationship with Pat 
Fernandes. 

'1 had never been rejected,’ he 
said when revealing recently 
that the break up drove him 
into a savage bout of drinking. 

Kathy has given him 
stability. 'I am calmer in that 
respect' he said. But he is still 
sure that marriage is a remote 
possibility. ‘In some ways I am 
very good at being on my own,’ 
he said. 

‘I am a very difficult person 
to live with. I find it very dif- 
ficult to share my space with 
anybody,’ he added. 'And 
when it comes down to 
marriage, that depends 1 on 
whether you find someone you 




love enough.'

BOSTON: For space station 
chief Andrew J. Stofan, the 
program he heads is more than 
NASA's "neat logical step" in 
space. It represents a new. more 
integrated way of life for that 
turf-conscious agencv. It also 
represents a new ’level of 
cooperation with — and depen- 
dence on — a set of foreign 
partners. 

Thus the space station 
programme is making organ- 
isational and diplomatic 
advances while promising to 
provide a permanent outpost in 
orbit. "This is new and dif- 
ferenETrom anything we’ve ever 
done before," says Mr. Stofan. 

“It is the first programme 
NASA has ever had that cuts 
across the entire agency," he 
says. “Yes. it touches every sin- 
gle other group at NASA. ... 
NASA has been in camps 
before.” He adds, “I think 
. NASA will be a much better. 

| stronger organisation working 
! as a team rather than as 
separate entities.” 

NASA has formed impor- 


tant foreign partnerships 
of the 


before, as in the case 

European-supplied Spacelab 
launched from the shuttle, or 
the German-made rocket 
engine for the agency’s Galileo 
probe to Jupiter. But this is the 
first time that foreign partners 
play a crucial role in the 
development of what NASA 
considers a keystone 
programme. 

Stofan calls il an opportunity 
for NASA and its partners — 
Canada, the European Space 
Agency (.ESA), and Japan — to 
learn ”how to do a massive big 
thing really together.” He 
believes “this will be Lhe precur- 
sor for the future cooperation 
in space.” 

Stofan and other space sta- 
tion boosters hope that those 
who must support the 
programme will look beyond 
the hardware and recognize 
these other facets. Delays and 
redesigns forced by the Wind of 
chronic underfunding that 
afflicted the shuttle's develop- 
ment could sour the new 
relationships. 

NASA had already redesig- 
ned the station concept several 


times before it let contracts for 
the hardware last November. 
Now. by order of Congress, it 
must rethink, even that scaled- 
back concept. 

In December's deficit-paring 
budget resolution. Congress 
gave the station program $425 
million for fiscal 1988. That’s 
well below Lhe $767 million 
program managers expected 
early lost fall. Only $200 million 
is available before June. 

Congress directed NASA to 
replan the programme to fit 
similarly low budgets over the 
next several years. This could 
involve a further redesign of the 
station, a slowed construction 
schedule, or both. Congress 
will release the additional $225 
million if it approves the new 
plan. 

If there is any redesign, il will 
be a modification of what 
NASA calls the "baseline con- 
figuration." As shown in the 
illustration, it provides living 
quarters for eight astronauts 
plus laboratories supplied by 
the United States. ESA. and 
Japan. These attach at the cen- 
tre of a 110-metre-long (120 
yards) boom which also carries 
solar rays to supply 75 kil- 
owatts of electric power. 

The boom also has two atta- 
chment points for mounting a 
variety of scientific ins- 
truments. A mobile man- 
ipulator — a kind of sophis- 
ticated robot arm — will move 
along the boom to service 
equipment. I twill even help put 
the station itself together. 

NASA calls this its Block I 
station. This is the model it has 
authority to build and for 
which it has let contracts. Two 
polar-orbiting platforms with 
instruments for studying Ear- 
th's air, sea. and land are part of 
the Block I program. 

NASA hopes, eventually, to 
enhance the station with more 
electric power and extra trusses 
to hold a variety of instrumen ts 
and equipment. This Block II 
improvement would restore 
features dropped from an 
earlier design to cut costs. 

Block II may never be built. 
A committee of the National 
Research Council (NRC) — 
the operating arm of the 
National Academies of Science 
and Engineering — has revi-

■ The facility will be a free-fly- 
ing, pressurized, structure laun- 
ched by the shuttle. It would 
lease space to companies, 
universities, or government 
agencies whose experiments 
would be installed and 
retrieved by astronauts. 

NASA has praised ISF as a 
good facility to accompany the 
space station — mainly as a 
place to carry out manufactur- 
ing of drugs and materials. But 
it has belittled ISP’s capacity 
for research, saying users want 
astronauts constantly on hand 
to tend their equipment. 

The White House disagrees 
and has ordered NASA to 
launch and service the ISF and 
lease some of its space. Con- 
gress earmarked $25 million for 
this purpose in NASA's fiscal 
1 988 budget. This would ensure 
enough demand for Space 
Industries to proceed with ISF. 
even though it has not yet 
attracted much commercial 
business. At this writing. 
NASA is resisting the directive 

and the issue remain sunset tied. 

Congress is also concerned 
that NASA may neglect 
unmanned space programs in 
favor of the space station, just 
as it short-changed other 
programs to btrilu the shuttle..

Its September report endor- 
sed the Block I design as one 
that could curry out needed 
basic research. But it said Block 
II plans should be shelved until 
the US has a clearer concept of 
what it wants to do in space.

It explained: "if the United 
States is going to remain a 
leader among spacefaring 
nations, the station mustevoive 
to support this role. Lack of 
consensus on our long-term 


objectives in space limits the 
extent to which this evolution 
can be foreseen, thus it is too 
early to commit to Block II." 

On the Block I station, 
astronauts can perform a 
variety of experiments on the 
behaviour of materials under 
weightless conditions. They 
cart, for example, -refine tech- 
niques for growing very pure 
semiconductor crysLals for 
electronic uses. 

Meanwhile, space biologists 
can study the effects of exten- 
ded periods of weightless living 
on astronauts. The Sovieis 


have already gained considera- 
ble experience with this. 

It is hard to make a direct 
comparison between the sta- 
tion NASA plans and the 
Soviet Mir, now manned and 
orbiting overhead. 

Mir is designed around a cen- 
tral living and work module to 
which other modules can be 
attached. The Kvant astron- 
omical observatory attaches to 
Mir last spring is the first of 
several of these. While NASA's 
station has no such provision, 
additional laboratories might 
be added in Block II. 


NASA also plans to service 
satellites and free-flying plat- 
forms from the station. An 
orbital manoeuvering vehicle 
— a kind of space tug — will 
help in this servicing. The sta- 
tion could become the hub of a 
kind of orbiting industrial 
park. The Soviets have 
announced no such plans for 
Mir- 

NASA has a rival for the 
affections of Congress and the 
adminis tration, however, in the 
unmanned, astronaut-serviced 
Industrial Space Facility (ISF) 
designed by Space Industries 


The budget report said 
NASA has not lived up to a 
commitment to devote at least 
20 per cent of its resources to 
space science and applications. 
NASA Adminstrator James 
Fletcher insists that the agency 
will not negfect this area. But 
there is widespread concern 
among US space scientists that 
they face a lean future. 

NASA's station design has 
also drawn criticism because it 
doesn't provide large cen- 
trifuge facilities that simulate 
varying gravities. Variable- 
gravity research could be 
important in deciding whether 
to supply some level of gravity 
to astronauts travelling to 
Mars. 

Stofan, however, says the 
majority of the expert advisory 
committee doesn't want a zero 
gravity station. 

“They understand one G 
(Earth surface gravity) and 


they don't understand any- 
thing else. They said we've got 
to understand the other end ol 
the spectrum — the zero gravity 

end," he says. If a variflblc-G 
facility is needed later, he adds, 
-it c up be a free-flying satellite 
that orbits near the station. 

It is hard to know exactly 
when NASA's station will be 
operational, given the uncer- 
tainty of future budgets. NASA 
is aiming for the mid- 1 990s. 

Overall cost of the program 
is also "iffy.” In 1984, when 
President ’Reagan ordered 
NASA to build a station within 
a decade, NASA pul the cost at 
$8 billion. It revised that 
estimate to $14.5 billion fin 
1984 dollars) a year ago. Thai 
does not include the ground 
facilities, launch services, or 
NASA personnel salaries, 
which boost Lhe total to $21 
billion (1984 dollars). 

The NRC committee fell 
uneasy about these cost 
estimates. It came up with a 
projected total cost range of 
$21 billion to $25 billionin 1 984 
dollars or $25 billion to 29.9 
billion in 1988 dollars. 

Both NASA and the NRC 
committee stress that all such 
cost estimates are preliminary. 
Only as contractors begin cut- 
ting metal will they get the 
experience to give tighter 
estimates. Meanwhile, the 
committee repeats that, as was 
learned from the shuttles 
experience, up-and-down fun- 
ding or siretcbed-out funding 
will raise overall costs. 

The NRC report warns: 
“The space station cannot be 
considered a “one administra- 
tion” programme, nor can it be 
developed “on the cheap.” It 
calls for “adequate and predic- 
table funding.” 

It urges that the programme 
be given three-year budgets, 
instead of annual authorisa- 
tions, to help ensure such find- 
ing stability. Hard-pressed lo 
hold down spending, neither 
Congress nor the administra- 
tion has followed that advice. 

For his part, Stofan observes 
stoically: “The space station 
has been a tough thing to get 
sold. Each day we get a little 
doser.”

High-technology in F ormula One racing 


THEdesign process involved in 
buildings Grand Prixcar today 
is perhaps as challenging anti- 
competitive as the wheel to 
wheel battles out on the circuit. 
Over the past couple of decades 
design and development tech- 
niques have become steadily 
more complex and esoteric as 
engineers continue searching 
for the decisive, yet marginal, 
performance edge which makes 
the difference between a win- 
ning car and an uncompetitive 
also-ran. 

Inevitably, in this high-tech 
age. the use of computer tech- 
nology has played an increasin- 
gly crucial role in streamlining 
production techniques and 
reducing the lime it takes to 
produce essential components. 

At the other end of the scale, 
once the cars are competing out 
on the circuit, their progress 
and competitiveness is mon- 
itored and recorded by a highly 
sophisticated computerised 
timing system. 

Computer drawing 

Computer aided design and 
manufacturing systems (Cad / 
Cam) are now replacing the 
drawing boards in Formula 1 
design offices. Instead of pain- 
stakingly producing a whole 
sequence of labour-intensive 
drawings, the design engineers 
can now sit at computer

Once all the details are fed 
into the Cad/Cam system, the 
design department will not only- 
have the facility to examine a 
three-dimensional image of the 
planned car on the screen, they 
will also be able to view that 
image from every conceivable 
angie to assess its potential. 

But. as Ferrari chief designer 
and former Marlboro 
McLaren team member John 
Barnard emphasises, a Cad- 
Cam system is a tool intended 
to ease" the design task. It is not 
a computerised miracle 
worker. 

“The besL way of describing 
the advantage of a Cad.Cum 
system within the business of 
racing car design is that it 
speeds up the overall design 
process." explains Barnard. "It 
enables you to arrive at a fini- 
shed component theoretically 
quicker than you might using 
conventional methods. For 
example, when making the 
moulds used in the manufac- 
ture of body panels, it is possi- 
ble to link the C ad /Cam system 
to a machine which actually 
cuts out the material into the 
required shapes. 

However, don’t he Tooled 
into thinking that a Cad/C'am 
system comes up with magic 
answers. It certainly does not! 
It reduces what 1 would dc.>- 
cribe as the ‘in-between stage.' 
eultingdown the lime il takes to 
translate a design from so many 
angles that there is always the 
possibility that you may be 
tempted into making things a 
little more complex than ihey 
would otherwise be.” 


Data acquisition is another 
important area -of Formula 1 
technology that has reached 
new peaks of sophistication in 
recent years. Twenty years ago. 
one of Goodyear's engineers 
sat astride the engine cover of 
Dan Gurney's Eagle-Weslake, 
facing backwards, to study the 
behaviour of the rear tyre 
profiles as Gurney drove him at 
speed round Goodwood! The 
tyre company needed to find 
out certain facts about their 
tyre's performance at speed 
and, at the lime, this was the 
most practical means of dis- 
covering what they wanted to 
know. 

By the early 1970s. however, 
this sort of development had 
taken a more complex turn. 
Marlboro McLaren chief 
designer Gordon Murray 
recalls Goodyear discussing 
with him the possibilities of 
producing a computerised 
I'model” of a planned new rac- 
ing tyre, utilising input from a 
very crude cassette data record- 
ing sysLem briefly fitted to one 
of the contemporary Brabham 
cars. 

In 1978 former Goodyear 
design consultant Karl Kempf 
joined the Tyrrell team and 
began applying computer age 
technology to the business of 
data gathering during the 
course of the Grand Prix 
season. With facilities in the 
pits for analysing the tapes 
removed from the car’s on- 
board recording systems, 
Kempf was able to build up a 
picture of how the suspension 
was performing at any specific 
time, plus the way in which the 


driver was using the throttle 
and brakes. The knowledge 
-gleaned -from this equipment 
helped the team in making 
«ptimuih'dianges*-to Vicar's 
chassis set-tip at-future races in 
addition to developing new sus- 
pension geometry. 

Telemetry systems 

By the early 1 980s data gath- 
ering began to be enhanced 
with the use of telemetry sys 
terns, a radio signal to a record- 
ing base enabling data to be 
gathered while the cars were 
actually running on the circuit. 
Brabham, with BMW, and 
Renault were amongst the first 
teams to use such systems. 

By the end of the 1987 
season, both Ferrari and Marl- 
boro McLaren had developed 
systems of such sophistication 
that cockpit readings could be 
viewed and monitored from the 
trackside, engineers on the pit 
wall acting as a “double check” 
for the driver, reminding him 
and advising him to keep an eye 
on such critical performance 
parameters as fuel consump- 
tion and turbo boost pressure. 

In addition lo this complex 
monitoring equipment, the 
thermo-dynamic complexity of 
turbocharged Grand Prix 
engines have brought about an 
explosion in the development 
of computer-controlled 
"engine management sys- 
tems." 

These complex packs which 
control fuel injection and igni- 
tion systems can be fine-tuned 
simply by changing a tiny 
microchip to change the 
engine's response characteris- 
tics, its consumption rate and 
overall efficiency — all 
crucially important variables 
given the premium on power 
with efficiency imposed by 
current FI fuel capacity restric- 
tions. 


Wind tunnel data 

More recently. Ferrari’s 
superb new wind tunnel com- 
plex has produced yet another 
computerised twist to Lhe busi- 
ness of setting up the chassis of 
the team's Grand Prix cars. The 
computer-monitoring system is 
now so sophisticated that wind 
tunnel data is relied upon to 
produce the individual chassis 
set-ups for various circuits on 
the Championship calendar. 
Once the computer has 
produced its analysis of the 
results, the chassis are adjusted 
accordingly and scarcely tou- 
ched all weekend. 

"Occasionally one of the 
drivers may want to his own 
little experiment." admits 
Ferrari's Harvey Poslleth- 
waitc. "Sometimes we let them 
fiddle around for a few minutes 
— even though we’ve probably 
run their variation through the 
computer and know that it 
doesn't work so well, it usually 
doesn't take long for the driver 
to revert lo the original seL up. 


A safe 
Chernobyl

THE Chernobyl nuclear 
tor design Is alive and well, des- 
pite reports of its demise. 

The graphite-moderated, 
water-cooled, channel-tube 
reactor design (RBMK) was 
thought to have been aban- 
doned by the Soviet Union in 
the wake of the catastrophe. 

But it has now emerged that 
Soviet scientists have 
developed a new type of 
RBMK, called the Advanced 
Channel-type Reactor (ACR), 
which has eight important 
design improvements. The 
Ministry for Nuclear Power 
has included the ACR in a 
study of “enhanced safety” 
nuclear plants which was 
ordered after the Chernobyl 
disaster. 

Two years ago today, Cher- 
nobyl workers prepared for an 
ill-fated experiment. It ended 
with a nuclear cloud over 
Europe. 

Essential safety systems were 
switched oil to perform the 
experiment at low power, con- 
ditions at which the RBMK 
was vulnerable to its “positive 
void coefficient” — physicists’ 
jargon for the fact that if water

turns to steam in the heart of 
the reactor thereisa surge in the 
heat-producing nuclear chain 
reaction. 

The coefficient led to an 
uncontrollable power surge. It 
wrecked number four reactor. 

■ The heart of the new ACR 
reactor has been redesigned so 
that it has a “negative void 
coefficient.” Any surge of tem- 
perature would tend to shut 
down the chain reaction. 

The ACR has better control 
and instrumentation so that 
operators are unable to ignore 
safety procedures. And It has 
more features to keep cooling 


water pumping through the 
core in the even tofleaks and for 
containing the steam from 
leaks. 

Various features have been 
added to shut the reactor down 
in an emergency. Tbe control 
rods, which damp down the 
chain reaction, can be inserted 
more quickly, and boron, a 
material which soaks up 
neutrons, can be injected in. In 
the event of a meltdown, when 
molten fuel burns its way below 
tbe reactor, the ACR has a 
water-cooled barrier to prevent 
tiie molten core from breaching 
its containers. 


Genetic engineering takes root 


FRANKFURT/Main (INP): 
The initial phase of industrial 
application of genetic engineer- 
ing has begun in the Federal 
Republic of Germany. The 
products of scientific 
laboratory work are finding 
their way into crop and lives- 
tock production. 

Already, there are visions of 
a “super vegetable” which 
provides its own dung and is 
immune to insects and other 
forms of pest. In the livestock 
sector, scientists are attempting 
to produce new’ breeds of 
creature with economically 
attractive or technically 
interesting and profit-bringing 
qualities. They are working, 
loo, on making plants whirfi 
can be exported and grown in 
deserts or cold zones. 

The Deutscher Bundestag — 
the Bonn parliament — has 
debated the opportunities and 
risks entailed in genetic engin- 
eering and ruled that its 
application “must not lead to 
further intensification of 
ricullure." Commission 


zlebener Saatzucht of Ham- 
burg, has succeeded in cultivat- 
ing virus-free seed potatoes, 
thus at the same time accelerat- 
ing the succession of genera- 
tions, naturally limited to one 
year. Work is now being carried 
out on a type of sugarbeet with 
resistance to specific diseases; 
pail of a virus is implanted in 
the chromosomes, causing the 
formation of anti-bodies resis- 
tant to the viruses causing dis- 
ease. 

Genetic engineering is mak- 


ing more rapid advances in the 
breeding of livestock. A new 


example, which is said to be 
i mm une to influenza. In gen- 
eral. over-breeding has reduced 
the resistance, fertility and life 
expectancy of livestock. 
Thoroughbred cows and pigs 
confined to fully mechanised 
stalls are- more susceptible to 
stress, skeletal damage, bone 
fractures and infection. If scien- 
tists forecasts prove correct, 
genetic engineering will even- 
tually fit manipulated livestock 
to the already manipulated 
livestock environment.

Muslim ladies dominate Indian cinema for seven decades 



Breaking communal barriers on the screen 




THE Indian screen knows no 
bars of caste, communi ly . creed 
or religion. All come here and 
adopL an integrated style, with- 
out the problems of individual 
indentity which often leads to 
disintegration. Of course, the 
pursuit of success, fame and 
wealth by itself becomes a creed 
which supercedes a!! other 
■‘faiths”. It crows to be a 5.110- 
■ religion by itself. 

Yet as a matter of record as 
[well as a study of ethnic 
i qualities we must" try to recall 
and find, who belonged to 
which community, or rather 
which community brought up 
what type of artistes. The 
search in fact becomes more 
difficult as many known per- 
formers of their time worked 
under assumed screen names. 
By and large, the Muslim 
actresses provided a sizeable 
contribution. And the discern- 
ing eye could possibly spot 
them out. though they merged 
so intimately with the overall 
image of an fndian heroine or 
more specifically a Hindu 
character. ir Lhe Film was one 
with a Muslim back-ground, 
the Hindu actresses also 
achieved a remarkable iden- 
tification. 

In the early years of the 
Indian silent film one really did 
not know who was who. as the 
names were strange. Yet, surpr- 
isingly. in those forgotten years 
between 1913 and 1931 we 
come across many actresses 
who boldly appeared under 
their own real Muslim names. It 
was only in later periods, with 
the fight for independence and 
the unfortunate communal 
conflicts, that the need to sup- 
pressYhe names became more 
acute. Some of the top most 
names emerging in the forties 
reached the zenith under dis- 
guised names.. And now again, 
we have turned a full circle and 
nobody minds using the real 
name. 

Fatima Begum was surely 
the most courageous woman, 
bom to cinema, in the midst of 
the silen l era . She emerged as an 
actress in films differing as 
widely as “Prithvi VaUabti" and 
“Raja Harishchandra", and 
had t he fo resight to stand out as 
a producer and director. She set 
up the Victoria Fatima film 
company, the first woman- 
oriented production concern 
and she made quite a number of

films. What's more she 
introduced her three young 
daughters Sultana, Zubeida 
and Shchzadi to films and tur- 
ned them into heroines. All the 
three acted together in her 
"Kanak Tara” made in 1929. 
Fatima must have had a few 
hassles with the men of her 
lime. The brittle brown pages 
of old newspapers carry 
accounts of her court-room 
battles. 

Sultana dominated the 
.screen with her charm and 
ceise. giving a tough time to the 
lop Anglo-Indian' heart-throb 
Suiochanu ( Ruby Mayers). But 
ihe one who lasted longer was 
Zubeida. She finally got the 
honour of becoming the 
heroine of India's first talkie 
** Alam Ara” (1931). There were 
also those (ike Yakbal and 
K ha toon in Bombay and 
Sharifa who was a star attrac- 
tion of the famed Madan- 
Theatres of Calcutta. 

Language was never a 
problem with the Muslim 
actresses. In fact, it was a defin- 
ite asset for them, since they 
could speak very fluently the 
Persian! sed Urdu 3nd stage- 
oriented dialogue in their own 
mother tongue. The later 
famous actresses in the boom 
period of the Hindi talkies like 
Nargis. Madhubala. Meena 
Kumari or Suraiya all scored 
because of their smooth com- 
mand over the language. 

Two actresses who started 
with silent films and merged 
smoothly in the talkie to 
dominate a decade and a half

Sardar Akhtarr she was 
married to Mehboob Khan 

were Mehtab (Mrs Sohrab 
Modi) and Sardar Akhtar 
(later Mrs Mehboob Khan). 
There was also the green-eyed 
Zebunissa who drifted to 
character acting and even bit 
‘ roles till recent years. 

The silent era even had its 
own Mumtaz, Nargis and 
Noorjehan but they soon 
faded. And no doubt 'the top 
one, though with a short tenure 
was Cohar Mamajivala or the 
golden Gohar. heroine of Ran- 
jit Studios and partner of the 
redoubtable Sardar Chandulal. 
Shah. She featured exclusively 
in the Ranjit silent and talkie 
films. And then, there was the 
gentle Jillobai (real name 
Zulekha Ibrahim) who contin- 
ued for many years in Hindi 
cinema. 

In the bloom of the talkies, 
the stage actresses who could 
also sing took to the ‘all talking- 
singing-dancing'* pictures, like 
the provcrcial duck to the 
water. The lop most among 
them was Jahan Ara Kajjan, 
the undisputed queen of 
Madan Theatres. Paired with 
Master Nissar. she yielded 
some of the biggest hits of the 
initial talkie years, like “Shirin 
Farhad”. "Laila Majnu” 
“Indra Sabha” and “Bil- 
wamangal”. There were also 
others like Zohrabai, Mukhtar 
Begum. Anwari, Alhtari 
Muradabadi. Akhtari 

Faizabadi, (later to become the 
famed Begum Akhtar), Gau- 
har Karnatki. Amirbai Kar- 
natki etc. 

Topping above them ah was 
Jaddanbai. She came as an 
actress singer, saw the male 
dominated scene and then con- 
quered more realms than 
Fatima Begum by also becom- 
ing a producer, director, writer, 
music director. 

Above all she brought her 
little daughter Baby Rani as a 
child star and thereby gifted to 
the industry one of its most 
versatile talents, namely Nargis 
(later Mrs Sunil DuU). Along 
with Jaddanbai. there were 
Ameena, Bibbo, Shirin Banu, 
Husn Banu, Azurie and many 
others. Then came Naseem 
Banu through Sohrab Modi s 
films. And her daughter Saira’s 
later successful career is quite 
well known to cinegoers of 
today. Noorjehan who had 
begun as a juvenile star, grew to 
be a much-loved singer star in 
memorable films like “Jugnu” 
and “ Anmol Ghadi". Her con- 
temporary Khurshid. who did 
films like ”T arisen" with Saiga! 
was also popular, before 
migrating to Pakistan. We also 
retail Neena of "Ek Raat" and 
Swamalala of "Rattan". 

Shamim who had been active 
for many years became a

heroine in some films, like 
Kishore Sahu’s "Sind o or’’ 
before leaving the country. 
Rehana became a rage in P.L. 
Santoshi's musical cum 
comedy films with a touch of 
melodrama like "Shehnai". 
Mumtaz Shanti had acted in 
s’&me of Lhe biggest hits of the 
40’s, like "Kismet" with Ashok 
Kumar and "Basant" with 
Ulhas. In the latter film, 
another little Muslim girl 
Mumtaz made her debut and • 
went on to rise to great heights 
of fame as Madhubala. 

And still earlier Baby Meena 
took a start of a career, which 
was to take her to the pinnacle 
as "tragedy queen" Meena 
K umari . Baby Naaz (real name 
Salma Sultan) remained a 
popular child star, though she 
could not retain her- place after 
growing up. 

Then there were also those 
tall stately women who made 
an impact. Munawar Sultana 
acted in quite a few films, . 
including Muslim socials and 
some with Dilip Kumar. Veena 
was the natural choice for his- 
torical or haughty characters 
in socials. Nigar Sultana with 
her beautiful hazel eyes and 
quaint charm made a mark. , ^ . 
(Her daughter Heena Kausar 
also came into films lattr, but w- - 
could. not shape a career). - ■ 
Begum Para arriving in mid 
40's was one of the first to adopt 
a liberal style in dressing and 
exposing. She got dubbed for 
posterity as an "oomph-girl”. 

In contrast to these well-built 
women was the petite Nimmi, 
discovered by Raj Kapoor. She 
carved her own cosy comer in 
sentimental roles. 

In the younger lot can also be 
included the lovely Ameeta 
(Qamar Sultana), who was a 
popular heroine. Her daughter 
Sabia has just recently started 
her career. Among the many 
names, those who made an 
impact were Shaldla and her 
sister Noor, Chand Usmani, 
Shyama, J a been Jalil, Meena 
Shorey, the Lara Lapp a girl 
who recently died in Pakistan, 
Minu Mumtaz (sister of Meh- 
mood), Kumkum and the 
popular screen mother Pratima 
Devi (Khair-ul-Nisa) and of 
course the bubbly Tabassum 
who forgot to grow up. 

Holding total sway over the 
hearts and minds of cinegoers 
for mo re than a decade were the 
top four.

Before the 70’s and 80’s des- 
cended on us. which are too 
well known and ail the Muslim 
actresses of which need not be 
remembered, there were some 
mid-generation actresses. They 
appeared in quite a few films 
but not very successfully. 
Among them were Sayeeda 
Khan. Nazim a, Zeb Rahman, 
Azra, Chitra and her sister 
Sahira, Zaheeda, Zahfrra. 
Farida Jalal, the •character 
actresses M utotaz' Begum ji nef 
Anjaria Mumtaz! One who rose 
from the ranks, stole the real 
big limelight and retired at the 
pinnacle of glory was Mumtaz. 
Ironically, her sister Malka 
(like Madhubala’s sister) could 
not achieve half the success. 

Some of the most talented 
actresses who adorned and 
aided off-beat as well as art 
films emerged from the Muslim 
community. First it was 
Waheeda Rehman, then 
Rehana Sultan and then 
Shabana Azmi, followed to a 
lesser degree by Zarina Wahab. 
Waheeda’s quiet, sensitive and 
rich talents were explored in 


many films of Guru Dutt and 
other directors of a better 
grade. Rehana Sultan flashed 
like a gem in a few films but 
unfortunately could never vibe 
well with the industry and its 
style of functioning. Shabana 
has had the best of both worlds 
and continues as one of the few 
genuinely gifted actresses 
today. • 

Among the popular lot also 
there were many like Reena 
Roy.

FAMILY DOCTOR THERAPY, MEDICATION CAN EASE

QUESTION: My heart has an irregular 
beat. It is driving me crazy. What should 1 
do? 

ANSWER: The first thing to do ifyou think 
you have an irregular heartbeat orarrhyth- 
mia. and haven’t seen a doctor, is see a 
doctor. Now. you're already under a 
physician’s care, so you have taken that 
important fist step. 

Learning you have an irregular heartbeat 
is stressful. It is normal to Teel anxious if a 
physician has told you that you have a 
health problem and that you can’t do too 
much about it. Some patients show anxiety 
by keeping constant track of their heartbeat 
or may fear going to sleep in case their heart 
slops. Others try to deny anything is wrong 
and want to stop all testing. Anxiety in some 
can be so severe that patients panic and their 
heart conditions are mace worse. 

Many puiienLs become depress in this 
kind of situation, which is to be expected to a 
certain extent when a previously healthy 
person learns he or she has a chrome illness. 
Symptoms of depression may include 
irritability, loss of appetite, lack of energy 
and difficulty in getting to sleep, usually. 


depression diminishes with time as the 
patient adapts. 

Both anxiety and depression can be hel- 
ped with therapy and, in some cases, 
medication, in severe cases a psychiatrist or 
psychologist may be needed to help you 
learn to cope with the state of your health. It 
is not a sign of weakness or instability to see 
a psychiatrist. One of their functions is to 
help the mentally well stay thal way. during 
a time of stress. A mental health profes- 
sional also can help you learn relaxation 
techniques and other behaviour modifica- 
tions such as self-hypnosis that may reduce 
your levels of anxiety. 

Medications help many people cope with 
anxiety and depression, but these must be 
chosen carefully to ensure they do not inter- 
fere with the drugs being used to treat the

:“lt .however, we succeed in 
folly, addressing the structural 
inadequacies; if our financial 
markets^ we ca.i at least reduce... 
the : ~eyen now very small 
probability of a replay of last 
October," he said. 

Greenspan and the three other 
members of President Reagan's 
working group on financial 


markets presented the findings of 
their report to a combative 
House Energy and Commerce 
Subcommittee on telecommun- 
ications and finance. 

Democratic representative 
Edward Markey of Massa- 
chusetts, chairman of the sub- 
committee, and several other 
members lambasted the US 
regulators for. their report, 
released on Monday. 

"The working group's recom- 
mendations amount to a pres- 
cription of two aspirin and a res- 
pirator following the market’s 
October heart attack." Markey 
said. 

Crash 

House Energy and Commerce 
Committee chairman John Din- 
gell of Michigan predicted inves- 
tors would “lar and feather" the 
top US financial regulators in the 
event of another crash. 

Markey faulted the regulators 


for failing to endorse a recom- 
mendation by the president’s 
private sector Brady Commis- 
sion that one US agency be given 
authority over financial market 
issues and for proposing that 
trading be halted only if the Dow 
Jones industrial average fell 250 
points in one day. 

“It (trading hall proposal) is 
tantamount to parking an 
ambulance at the bottom of a 
cliff,” Markey said. "If it is ever 
needed, it's too late for the 
patient." 

The Dow Jones average of 30 
blue-chip stocks has fallen as 
much as 250 points on only one 
day — October 1 9. 

Markey said the inability of 
US officials to curb wide price 
swings has driven individual 
investors from the market. Bur 
Treasury Undersecretary 
George Gould, who headed the 
working group, said regulators 


could not be expected to quell 
price volatility. 

"If you can give me a world 
without a trade deficit, without a 
domestic (budget) deficit, with 
non-inflationary growth, with 
low interest rates and throw in 
for good measure peace in the 
Mideast, 1 would suggest to you 
there would be less volatility in 
the markets," Gould said. 

“1 cannot cure all of those 
things for the small investor." 

In a statement, Gould said that 
with the exception of the period 
between October 1987 and Jan- 
uary 1988, there was no evidence 
of an increase in daily volatility. 
Since February, price 
movements have returned to 
ordinary levels, he said. 

Volatility 

“An investor shouldn't be so 
damn worried about volatility 
because he's got his eyes set out 
there for two or three years," 


Gould said. 

Greenspan said improvements 
in telecommunications and the 
concentration of workers' pen- 
sion contributions in huge funds 
had reshaped the US financial 
landscape. 

“I don’t like the volatility that 
has occurred. I would much 
prefer to resurrect a more tran- 
quil period of 30, 40. 60 years 
ago," the head of the US central 
bank said. 

Confident 

“Buz I'm afraid we don't have 
that as a choice without very sig- 
nificantly undercutting the 
majorfinanciai event of the post- 
World War II period, which is 
the emergence of the pension 
fund system for the average 
American," he said. 

Greenspan and Gould predic- 
ted small investors would return 
to the stock market as soon as 
prices headed up again. 


“Individuals come into mark- 
ets and they go out of markets. I 
think they come into markets 
when they feel confident, not that 
the volatility is less, but that the 
market is going up«" Greenspan 

said. 

But Securities and Exchange 
Commission chairman David 
Ruder, dissenting from the 
working group, said legislation 
was needed to increase investor 
confidence. 

Ruder said the SEC should be 
given authority overstock index 
futures and that margin 
requirements, or good-faith 
deposits, on 'those instruments 
should be increased. 

But Greenspan, in a clear 
reference to criticism of stock 
index futures trading strategies, 
said it was a mistake to single out 
one segment of the broad mark- 
etplace as the “culprit" for large 
and rapid price movements.

ADELAIDE. May 20. (Reuter): 
The News Corporation. Rupert 
Murdoch's international media 
empire, today reported a 25 per 
cent-jump in after-tax profit for 
the first nine months of its 
accounting year despite setbacks 
in the United States. 

The . News Corporation 
announced Its neL profit rose to 
287 million dollars ($2 21 million) 
in the nine months ended March 
31 from 229 million (SI 76 
million) a year earlier, after boos- 
ting sales by 13 per cent to 4.4 
billion (S3. 4 billion). 

.. .. Rise 

The rise was mainly due to 
income from acquisitions in Aus- 
tralia and the Pacific Basin, 
higher profits from Australian 
and British publishing opera- 
tions and foreign -exchange trad- 
ing e^ins. the company said in a 
statement; - • 

These gains were partly offset 
by reduced earnings in the 
United States, lower dividend 
income and a higher interest 
expense. 

The company said trading 
profit in the united Stales, where 
it has been expanding in recent 
years, fell by eight per cent alth- 
ough the United Slates remained 
the largest single contributor to 
group sales and trading profit. 

Profitable 

It said that this year the com- 
pany did not have the buoyant 
first nine months it had last year 
in the United States when there 
were some very profitable film 
releases by Twentieth Century 
Fox Film.

PARIS, May 20. (Reuter): US 
Treasury Secretary James Baker 
proposed today that the Group 
of Seven industrial nations steer 
their economies by monitoring 
changes in key indicators such as 
growth rates and trade balances. 

The proposal marked a major 
advance in the process of inter- 
national policy coordination 
that Baker launched three years 
ago in an attempt to lend more 
stability to the world economy. 

The use of“rnonitoringzones" 
would tell policymakers when 
economies were deviating sig- 
nificantly from appropriate 
paths, “suggesting the need for 
consultation and possible 
actions," Baker said in remarks 
prepared for delivery to the 
council on foreign relations in 
Paris. 

He also proposed expanding 
the coordination process to 
cover not only exchange rates, 
interest rates and fiscal policies, 
but also urgent structural 
reforms in areas such as taxes, 
financial market, liberalisation 
and the deregulatknr 'of labour 
markets. 

Baker was in Paris for the min- 
isterial meeting of the Organisa- 
tion of Economic Cooperation 
and Development (OECD), 
which ended on Thursday. 

The monitoring zones would 
build on the series of perfor- 
mance indicators such as growth 
and inflation rates that the 
Group of Seven agreed to 
develop last year to assess 
progress toward medium-term 
economic goals. 

But instead of just t^acldng , 


these indicators. Baker is sugges- 
ting that specific ranges be tar- 
getted. 

The G-7 — the United States, 
Japan, West Germany, Britain. 
France, Italy and Canada — 
already have a system of unpubli- 
shed monitoring zones, or 
reference ranges, for managing 
exchange rates, officials noted. 

Baker said he was proposing 
even closer coordination of 
policies because countries had 
become convinced that the 
cooperation to date was bearing 
fruit. 

“We have created a political 
mechanism that has brought dis- 
cipline and structure to inter- 
national economic policy mak- 
ing. Now I think we have mus- 
tered the necessary political will 
to give this process impetus and 
meaning," he said. 

Policy 

Baker said his aim was to “ins- 
titutionalise” policy coordina- 
tion so that it outlives its present 
proponents, .. . 

“Many , of .those whq , earlier 
had doubted tins process have 
seen its benefits,” he said. 

“As a result, coordination 
now has broader support and . 
momentum that should carry it 
into the future, well beyond the 
terms of current administrations 
in the G-7 countries.” 

In other words, according to a 
treasury official. Baker wantsto 
impart “self-perpetuating 
momentum" to policy coordina- 
tion so that countries are 
encouraged by the success of 
cooperation to keep building 
upon it.

Baker emphasised that he was 
advocating a step-by-step 
approach to improving the world 
monetary system ana did not 
envisage an entirely new order. 

“It is tempting, and in fact can 
be instructive, to consider sweep- 
ing, revolutionary changes in the 
system — particularly the 


exchange rate part of the system. 
But it is far from clear that such 
changes are desirable or prac- 
tical,'' he said. 

He said the system now emerg- 
ing has the virtue of being fiexi ble 
enough to allow policymakers to 
shift emphasis when circumstan- 
ces demand. 


For instance, coordination in 
1 985 and 1 986 stressed exchange 
rates. In 1987 and so far in 1988, 
the focus has been on changes in 
underlying policies. 

“It is no mean feat that this 
shift was conducted without a 
major breakdown in the sys- 
tem,” he said. 


Bangemann to stand for top EEC job Manila economy might be 


BONN, May 20. (Reuter): West 
German Economics Minister 
Martin Bangemann has decided 
to seek the top European Econ- 
omic Community job, but he 
could face hostility to the move in 
Brussels while leaving behind 
him a trouble legacy in Bonn. 

Bangemann, 53, said in a telev- 
ision interview on Thursday that 
he would resign as economics 
minister and also as chairman of 
the Free Democratic Party 
CFDP). the junior partner in 
Chancellor Helmut Kohl’s three- 
party coalition. 

Goal ■ 

He madeitclear that although 
his initial aim was to become one 
of the 17 members of the 
European Commission, his 
ultimate goal was the commis- 
sion presidency. 

“1 see my candidacy as ... first 
being named by the government 
as one of the two West German 
commissioners," he said. “Then 
we will try in talks to push 
through the candidacy for 
president” 

The present' incumbent is 


Frenchman Jacques Delors, who 
has indicated that be would tike 
to remain in his post when his 
four-year term runs out this year. 

Bangemann ’s forthright 
announcement contrasted with 
the diplomatic niceties that, 
usually usher in such inter- 
national appointments and 
could cause some fur to rise in 
Brussels. 

Even commissioner Karl- 
Heinz Naijes. the man whom 
government sources expect Ban- 
gemann to succeed, did not seem 
particularly pleased at the idea of 
handing over his post to him. 

“Elected members of the 
European Parliament should be 
considered first," Naijes told the 
Cologne Express newspaper. 

He said nationality was a 
secondary consideration in such 
appointments and no substitute 
for “proof of ability and trust.” 

At home in Bonn, the first 
sq ualls have heralded theinevita- 
ble storm around Ban gern arm's 
economics post. 

The 'FDP say they are deter- 


mined to keep the key cabinet 
post, while the right-wing Chris- 
tian Social Union (CSU) of Franz 
Josef Strauss — their coalition 
partners — also want it. 

Kohl’s government has ■ 
already been badly shaken by 
similar squabbles between the 
parties, particularly over the 
foreign minister’s job held by 
Hans-Dietrich Genscher. 

Inequality 

The CSU, complaining of the 
inequality of a party with only 
nine per cent of the vote holding 
four cabinet seats, has told the 
FDP that the economics port- 
folio is not an inheritance. 

FDP party sources say. 
however, that they expect their 
general secretary, Helmut Haus- 
sman, to take over the ministry. 

The only candidate who has 
declared himself for the post of 
FDP chairman is Bangemann ’s 
predecessor as economics mini- 
ster, Otto Lambsdorff, although 
Lhe sources said they expected 
several more candidates to run in 
the September election.

Oman succeeds in narrowing 
budget deficit by 28 pc 

MUSCAT, May 20. ( AP): The oil-producing state of Oman bus 
narrowed its budget deficit for 1987 to 28 per cent below what had 
been forecast, according to figures released here yesterday. 

The state-run Oman Development Bank, in its annua! report, 
gave the budget deficit figure for the outgoing year as 170 million 
rials ($440 million).

Joint oil venture to be set up 

ABU DHABI, May 20, (Reuter): Oil ministers from North and 
South Yemen will meet next week to discuss setting up a joint 
venture TO exploit border oilfields, the Sou lb Yemeni mini ster was 
quoted on Wednesday as saying. Saleh Abubaker Bin Hussain- 
oun told Al Ittibad newspaper, the company would be jointly 
owned and financed by the two governments. “But it can seek 
foreign oil expertise and enter contracts with Arab and foreign 
firms," he said. Hussain oun said the talks with North Yemen’s 
Ahmed All Ai Muhani would be extremely important. “The 
meeting is the first since the Sanaa summit and will give birth to 
the first joint development venture between the two countries,” he 
was quoted as saying. North Yemeni President Ali Abdullah 
Saleh and Sooth Yemeni leader Ali Salem Al Baidh agreed at 
talks early this month to jointly exploit oil reserves. The summit 
was their second since they met inTaiz in mid-April and agreed to 
reduce troop numbers along their border. In other remarks 
published on Wednesday, Hussainqun was quoted as saying (hat 
South Yemen had upgraded to 500 million tonnes the oil reserves 
in its Shabwa field. He told Kuwait’s Al Seyassah newspaper that 
production was now limited to what 20 to 30 lorries could 
transport out of the region each day. The oil is being taken to Aden 
for refining. He said tbe Soviet Union had agreed to develop the 
field and build a pipeline at a cost of 70 million roubles ($120 
milion). 

The Middle East Economic Survey said last month the pipeline 
would have an initial capacity of 50,000 to 70,000 barrels per day, 
eventually reaching 500,000 barrets.

India’s trade deficit narrows 


NEW DELHI. May 20 (AP): 
India's trade deficit narrowed for 
the second consecutive year to 
S5.1 1 billion in fiscal as exports 
rose to a record level. Finance 
Minister N.D.Tiwari said today. 

Tiwari told a news conference 
India's goal of improving its 
export performance would con- 
tinue. 

“There is no room for com- 
placency - . and we have to aim for 
greater strides'* in exports, he 
said. 

He added that the country 
would maintain its policy of try- 
ing to limit imports to essential 
commodities, such as edible oil. 
and goods needed to help Indian 
industry manufacture products 
for export. 

"We would like our imports to 
go down." he said. “But if we 
have to import — for example, 
for value-added exports — we 
have to allow for more imports." 

The figures released by Tiwari 
show that the deficit lor fiscal 


1987-88, which ended March 31. 
was down 15 per cent from the 
$5.88 billion in red ink for fiscal 
1986-87. India registered a 
record deficit of 56.35 billion in 
fiscal 19S5-86. 

Exports in fiscal 1987-88 
totalled a record $12.12 billion, 
surpassing the previous high of 
$9.82 billion a year earlier, 
imports were $17.23 billion, 
compared with $15.70 billion a 
year earlier. 

Tiwari said iue preliminary 
export goal for the current fiscal 
year was about $13 billion but 
Further consultations with trade 
and commerce officials were 
needed before a final target was 
set. 

Tiwari said the strongest 
growth in exports in fiscal 1987- 
88 occurred in garments, cotton 
fabrics, leather and leather 
goods, gems and jewellery, 
engineering goods, chemicals, 
rice and tea. carpels and han- 
dicrafts.

US offers GATT a plan 
to liberalise services 


GENEVA, May 18, (Reuter): 
The United States has presented 
a plan to the 105-nation GATT 
negotiations proposing a -three- 
phase liberalisation of trade in 
services, delegates said today. 

The proposal, obtained by 
Reuters, was formally submitted 
on Tuesday at the first closed 
session of a four-day meeting of 
the services group under the 
Uruguay round of the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade 
(GATT). 

Ministers who launched the 
round in September 1986 at the 
resort ofPunte Del Este agreed to 
a US demand to include services 
in this GATT round — despite 
resistance from developing 
nations anxious to protect their 
infant industries. 

The US plan called for establi- 
shing an agreed framework for 
regulating service industries by 
the end of 1990, when the four- 
year negotiations are set to con- 
clude. It expanded on an earlier 
US blueprint, presented last 
November 3. 

Effective 

The new five-page US services 
plan said: “An effective fram- 
ework agreement must contain 
both procedural as well as sub- 
stantive obligations ... 

“This means that while the 
primary emphasis of the fram- 
ework agreement is to establish a 
solid, rule-based foundation 
providing for the progressive 
liberalisation for international 
trade in services, itshouldalso set 
forth procedures for the sub- 
sequent removal of obstacles 
found not to be consistent with 
the principles of the framework.” 
The US plan proposed a three- 
step process, and defined the 
phases as ‘general rules drafting 
-phase,’ ‘sectorial coverage phase'- 
and the ‘further liberalisation 
phase.’ 

Delegates are far from agree- 
ing on a definition of services — 
generally taken to include bank- 
ing, insurance and other finan- 
cial services, telecommunica- 
tions, computer services, consul- 
ting and tourism. 

Taking insurance as an exam- 
ple, the US paper suggested it 
would be commonly understood 
to include Lhe underwriting of 
property/casualty, life insurance 
and reinsurance. 

‘However, it would be neces- 


sary to make clear whether 
related activities such as 
insurance brokerage, claims 
adjustment and risk, man- 
agement are covered,” the plan 
added. 

The US paper would allow 
countries, in phase two, to signal 
sectors that would not be 
brought into conformity with the 
framework agreement upon the 
accord entering into force. 

“In very limi ted instances, 
interested parties may wish to 
establish a separate sectoral 
agreement with rules that are 
legally apart from the provisions 
of the framework agreement.’" 

Brokerage 
firms prepare 
for new wave 
of layoffs 

NEW YORK, May 20, (Reuter): 
As share trading volume contin- 
ues to dwindle and investor con- 
fidence wanes. Wall Street brok- 
en are bracing themselves for the 
expected layoff of thousands 
more securities industry work- 
ers. 

. Brokerage analysts said that, if 
market conditions do not 
improve dramatically, US firms 
will have to cut more than 20,000 
jobs worldwide. 

Already more than 22,000 jobs 
have been lost in the US financial 
services industry since the 
October market 1 9 crash. 

“It’s not going to happen 
tomorrow. It’s going to beapar- 
ing process over time,” said 
analyst Larry Eckenfdder with 
Prudential-Bacfae Securities. 

The thin volume and qnlet 

ers’ fears of a^fresh wave of 
layoffs. “It’s inevitable,” said 
one trader at a major firm. “You 
walk around the bunding and a 
lot of people are sitting around 
doing nothing.”

World gold production 
hits record levels: dealer 


LONDON, May 20, (Reuter): 
Non-communist mine produc- 
tion of gold last year maintained 
its rapid growth rate, rising four 
per cent to a record 1,341 tonnes, 
London-based dealers Samuel 
Montagu and Co Ltd said on 
Wednesday. 

in their annual bullion review, 
Samuel Montagu said the rise 
from the 1986 level of 1,290 ton- 
nes was due to increases in North 
America and Australia. South 
African production fell due to 
the mining ofiower grade ore and 
strikes. 

South African output fell to 
605 tonnes from 638 in 1986 and 
is now 45 per cent of non-com- 
munist world production com- 
pared with 60 per cent in 1984. 
Output 

US, Canadian and Australian 
output all exceeded 100 tonnes 
last year, where the accelerated 
pace of both development and 
production was sustained, Mon- 
tagu said. 

Latin American production 
also continued to rise, and was 
estimated at 1 84 tonnes, up from 
175 tonnes in 1986. Brazil was the 
region's largest producer, with 
output at 75 tonnes. 

Sales of gold by the Soviet 
Union, possibly to finance sub- 
stantial grain purchases, were 
around 280 tonnes, similar to 
1986. Other communist coun- 
tries were net sellers, and total 
communist sales are estimated at 
305 tonnes. 

The currency eased to 1 .7025 
marks from Tuesday’s dose of 
1.7060, and fell to 125.05 yen 
from 125.70. 

In Tokyo, the Nikkei index 


lost 52.40 points, or 0.19 percent, 
to 27,767.58. It rose 60. 1 1 points 
on Tuesday. Rises almost mat- 
died falls in heavy volume of 1.2 
billion shares. 

The US trade improvement 
reflected higher exports and a 
mudx stronger economy than the 
stock market had figured on, 
leading to inflation worries and 
fears that corporate earnings 
may soon peak. The bond 
market fell sharply, adjusting to 
the possibility of iugher inflation 
in an overheated economy. 

“We’re getting the same psy- 
chology as last September,” said 
Wachtcl. “Interest rates on 
bonds are widening their spreads 
(premiums) over stocks 
(dividends). And money’s shift- 
ing out of stocks.” 

The penod immediately, prior 
to the stock market crash last 
October saw interest rates jump- 
ing to the year's highs and econ- 
omic forecasts showing business 
activity racing ahead. - 

Traders were confused over 
what might happen next, par- 
ticularly about what the Federal 
Reserve, the US central bank, 
mightdo. 

Moves 

Rumours that it might follow 
up on last week's crerfit tighten- 
ing moves with a rise in the dis- 
count rate unnerved stock 
market traders.- Some said an 
increase might be needed to res- 
tore confidence in the markets 
and choke off inflation. 

“People have no confidence in 
their -ability of (choosing) what 
move to make next,” said Peter 
Rogers of Bank Leu Ltd. “As a . 
result, they’re doing nothing.” 


Brazil debt 
negotiators 
take a breather, 
say bankers 

NEW YORK. May 2ft. (API: 
Talks between Brazil and n- 
leading bank lenders time been 
briefly halted to allow both par- 
ties to resolve some obstructions 
to a long-term rescheduling and 
new money package, bankers 
said on Wednesday. 

“Brazil's negotiators said thej 
needed to return home for con- 
sultations and the committee is 
going over a few pending points. 
We still think we're close to a 
deal, but we have to resolve a few 
remaining problems," one ban- 
ker said. 

Meanwhile, in Sao Paulo on 
Wednesday a senior World Bu nk 
official said the bank would 
increase lending to Brazil if the 
country sustained a coherent 
economic programme in which 
the private sector played a new 
part. 

The talks in New York aimed 
at rescheduling the country’s S62 
billion medium — and long- term 
commercial debt were interrup- 
ted on Tuesday night when 
Brazilian negotiators Antonio 
Padua De Seixas and Sergio 
Amaral left for home. 

Both US bankers and 
Brazilian officials said it would 
be wrong to construe the 
negotiators’ departure as a crisis 
in the protracted debt talks. 

“It is not an impasse, but 
rather a pause,’’ Amaral said at a 
news conference in Brasilia. 

Exxon 

announces 

earnings 

upswing 

ST. LOUIS, Missouri, Maj 20. 
(AP): Exxon Corp., the largest 
US oil company, entered this 
year on a “definite earnings ups- 
wing” despite two years o (severe 
ofl price volatility and market 
disruptions, chairman Lawrence 
G. Rawl said on Thursday at the 
company’s annual meeting. 

Exxon’s net income of $1.46 
billion for the first quartet of 
1988 was up 36 percent over the 
first quarterof 1987, even though 
average crude oil prices in this 
year's first quarter were about $2 
a barrel lower than the first quar- 
ter last year, Rawl said. 

“The effect of these declining 
oil prices on our exploration and 
production earnings was 
cushioned somewhat by 
increased production from new 
and existing fields” Rawl said ol' 
the New York-based corpora- 
tion.

Stocks climbed in Europe after 
gains on WaJJ Street and in 
Tokyo while the gold price fal- 
tered atler recent advances. 

Iran's news agency Irna 
quoted parliamentary Speaker 
Akbar Hashemi Rafsanjani as 
saying: “The Americans have 
officially entered into a war with 
us. We are really at war with the 
US at the lime being. " 

Influence 

Rafasanjani charged US war- 
ships had directed Iraqi pilots in 
attacks on Iranian forces. His 
statement on the US position 
echoed an accusation made by 
Iran's supreme war support 
council after US and Iranian for- 
ces clashed in the Gulf in April. 

A foreign exchange dealer at a 
West German bank said of the 


Iranian statement: We've heard 
it all before but it did have a little 
influence on the dollar today." 

The dollar was quoted in 
Europe at 1.7055 West German 
marks at noon, up from 1.6995 at 
the opening and around 1.7030 
yesterday. 

Gold was fixed in London this 
morning at 5456.50 an ounce, 
SI .40 lower than yesterday after- 
noon’s fix as some inveslors look 
profits after the metal pul on 
gains of almost eight dollars an 
ounce this week. 

Higher 

The apparent end yesterday of 
a two-day sell-off on Wall Street 
encouraged buyers to return to 
the London Slock Market today 
and the FTSE index of 100 Brit- 
ish blue-chip shares was 10.8 
points higher at noon at 1 .77 1 .4. 

Dealers also said investors 
were coming around to the view 
that Britain's economy was not 
necessarily overheating and that 
recent concern about inflation 
might have been overplayed. 


West German and French 
shares edged higher, helped by 
bargain-hunting and speculative 
buying, dealers said. 

Precious metals advanced 
over the week as investors 
bought them as a hedge against 
inflation, though they have also 
been helped upwards by supply 
and demand factors, traders 
said. 

Concern 

Platinum approached 6-1/2- 
month highs on $564 an ounce in 
Europe yesterday before falling 
back to close at S560. It opened 
again at S560 today. 

Gold bullion touched four- 
week highs around $460 an 
ounce during trading yesterday 
while silver advanced to 675 
cents an ounce, its best for six 
weeks. Silver opened in Europe 
about eight cents lower today. 

There has been concern in the 
platinum market that South 
Africa may cu rb sh ipments to the 
United Stales if Congress adop- 
ted tougher economic sanctions 


over Pretoria’s apartheid 
policies. But South Africa 
Foreign Minister Pik Botha said 
his country would not withhold 
strategic metals from the West. 

Strong jewellery demand from 
Japan has also eaten away at 
platinum stocks and more of the 
metal is being used in the West in 
catalytic converters to control 
car exhaust emissions. 

Platinum demand last year 
exceeded supply by 220.000 oun- 
ces, London-based broker John- 
son Matihey PLC said in its 
annual industiy review publi- 
shed earlier this week. Deficits 
were likely agai n, possibly f or the 
rest of this decade, it added. 

Beneficial 

Gold and silver, while deriving 
support from firm platinum, 
have risen on fears that inflation 
is around the comer, due to 
higher commodity prices, par- 
ticularly for soybeans and 
metals. 

A lower-than-expected US 


trade deficit for March of $9.75 
billion announced on Tuesday 
was also construed positively by 
bullion market operators, as it 
indicated solid economic growth 
that could eventually prove 
inflationary. 

Declines this week in equities 
and government bond markets 
similarly proved beneficial, as 
operators looked to bullion as an 
alternative investment, dealers 
said. 

In Tokyo the Nikkei index 
rose 20.6 1 points to 27,393.85 on 
moderate turnover of 800 million 
shares. 

In Sydney at the close of floor 
trading, the Australian All 
Ordinaries index was 1 3.2 promts 
higher at 1455.7 — regaining the 
10.8 points lost yesterday. 

Share prices in Hong Kong 
were easier in late trade but 
above their lows, with the Hang 
Seng index down 13.2 points to 
2.493.56. partly on speculation 
about a further increase in local 
interest rates, brokers said. 


Top level 
Jordanian 
trade team 
to visit US 

WASHINGTON. May 20. 
(Kuna): A new creative econ- 
omic partnership between the 
Jordanian and American private 
sector is expected to emerge from 
Jordan's first investment and 
trade mission to the US 
scheduled to arrive here on May 
23-26. 

Jordan’s Crown Prince Has- 
san is heading the top-level group 
of Jordanian government 
ofticialsand prominent business- 
men attending the conferences. 
The mission will visit Atlanta. 
Georgia on May 23-24 and Pitts- 
burch. Pennsylvania on May 25- 
26/ 

The Jordanian delegation will 
include the ministers of industry 
and trade and planning in addi- 
tion to representatives of the cen- 
tral bank, the Royal Scientific 
Society, and the Higher Council 
of Science and Technology. 

Mission 

Some 40 private Jordanian 
businessmen who are participat- 
ing in the mission represent man- 
ufacturing and such services as 
computers and engineering, 
trading, banking, investments, 
the stock exchange and the key 
phosphateand fertiliser sector. 

Sponsorship of the conference 
and lour is a joint endeavour 
between the government of Jor- 
dan and ihe US Agency for Inter- 
national Development (AID). 

AID is planning to fund a US- 
Jordan business development 
office in the US while followup in 
Jordan will be through the 
Chamber of Industry in Amman. 

The Agency for International 
Development in Jordan set up a 
S7 million fund about one year 
ago which can be used to support 
profit-making organisations or 
private voluntary organisations 
working on income-generating 
projects. 

Aptly named Petra, which 
stands for private enterprise 
technical resources assistance, 
the programme could be used by 
some of the joint ventures which 
may come out of Jordan's invest- 
ment and trade mission to the US 
next week. 

Companies considering joint 
Jordanian- US businesses would 
have 10 apply to Petra for sup- 
port and be considered along 
*virh other types of applications. 
So far. only $2 million out of the 
$7 million in the fund has been 
used, according to AID officials. 

Banks invest

BAHRAIN. May 20. (Reuter): 
Nineteen banks have agreed to 
provide SI no million for Pakis- 
tan’s cotton exports and a ban- 
ker said they looked for an eight 
per cent profit over six months 
from the investment under 
Islamic principles. 

The Faysal Islamic Bank in 
Bahrain is leading a ‘morabaha - 
financing ( Islamic trade finance) 
for the Cotton Exporl Corpora- 
tion of Pakistan Ltd. 

The consortium includes a 
number of Arab and Islamic 
banks in addition to the US man- 
ufacturers Hanover Bank with a 
nine percent share in the deal.

The transaction 
v\ as oversubscribed and we had 
to ask the banks to cul their 
shares." u Faysal Islamic Bank 
spokesman said. 

According lo Sharia (Islamic 
law), financial institulions are 
not allowed to charge interest 
and financing deals rely on 
profit-sharing. 

"The oversubscribe on is a 
siiin of faith in Islamic banking 
and in the Pakistani economy, ft 
is a very healthy sign.” Ihe spok- 
esman said. 


Economy growing too strongly 


US consumer prices rise 0.4pc 


WASHINGTON. May 20, 
(AP): US consumer prices rose 
0.4 per cent in April, with cloth- 
ing costs increasing for the 
second straight month and 
grocery prices climbing at their 
fastest pace in 20 months, the 
government reported today. 

Energy prices were up sharply 
as well, reflecting the steepest rise 
in gasoline prices since August. 

The gain, only marginally bel- 
ter than March's 0.5 per cent 
gain, meant that for the first four 
months this year retail prices 
were up at an annual rate of 4.5 
percent. 

' While this was little changed 
from the 4.4 per cent for all of 
1987. economists were concer- 
ned because much of the 
inflationary pressure has shown 
up in the last two months. 
Analysts noted that the March 
rise had been the most severe 
since January 1987. 

Costs 

More than one-fourth of the 
April gain came came from a 
steep 2.0 per cent jump in cloth- 
ing costs, tying March for the 
greatest one-month gain since 
price records were first kept in 
1947. 

As was the case with March, 
analysts said the more expensive 
clothing was chiefly the result of 
higher priced women's clothing 
lines. 

Grocery prices rose 0.8 per 
cent in April, the biggest advance 
since August 1986. Leading the 
way were sharply higher prices 
for beef | up 2 . 3 per cent), fish ( up 
2.9 per cent), and fruits and 
vegetables ( up 1 .4 per cent). 

Gasoline prices climbed l.l 
percent last month after a 0.4 per 
cent March rise. Last month’s 
jump was the steepest since a 3.3 
per cent rise in August. After 
that, gasoline prices had fallen 
for six straight months. 

The gasoline price increases 


over the last two months largely 
reflected concern that the Organ- 
isation of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries would agree with non- 
member nations to limit produc- 
tion. 

But those talks ended in failure 
and world oil prices have since 
fallen substantially, leading 
analysts lo believe (hat retail 
prices will soon turn downward. 

The Labour Department gave 
these other specifics on April 
retail price activity: 

— The record gain in clothing 
costs reflected an average 3.5 per 
cent gain in the prices of women’s 
apparel, a 2.7 per cent rise in the 
prices for children’s goods and a 
2. 1 per cent jump in men's cloth- 
ing costs. 

— New car prices were unchan- 
ged while automobile financing 
costs fell by 1 . 1 per cent. 

— Public transportation expen- 
ses. reflecting a jump in airline 
fares, rose 0.8 per cent. 

— Home heating oil prices rose 
0.9 per cent, while natural gas 
and electricity costs rose 0.4 per- 
cent. 

Last month's 0.4 per cent 
overall gain was equivalent to an 
annual inflation rate of 5.3 per 
cent. 

Goods 

The April increase left the 
overall index at 117.1, meaning 
that a hypothetical selection of 
goods costing $100 during a 
1982-84 base period would have 
cost SI 17.10 last month. 

Fears of inflation have stirred 
up financial markets in recent 
days. 

Stocks barely broke a two-day 
losing streak yesterday after 
worries about inflation and ris- 
ing interest rates pushed the Dow 
Jones Industrial Average down 
sharply Tuesday and Wednes- 
day. 

Investors have viewed with 
some alarm a string of seemingly 
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good economic reports in recent 
weeks. Unemployment in April 
fell to a 14-year-low of 5.4 per 
cent, while the factory operating 
rate climbed to an eight-year 
high of 82.7 per cent. 

While evidence of better-than- 
expected economic activity, the 
reports also raised fears in finan- 
cial markets that the US econ- 
omy is growing too strongly and 
soon tight labour markets and 
high factory operating rates will 
translate into higher wages and 
rising prices. 

Forecast 

President Ronald Reagan's 
administration maintained that 
the concerns about the inflation 
have been overblown. Treasury 
SecretaryJamesA.BakerIIJ tola 
reporters yesterday that the 
administration saw no reason to 
change its forecast that con- 
sumer prices would rise by 4.3 per 


cent this year. In 1987. consumer 
prices climbed 4.4 per cent. 

Private economists are in gen- 
eral agreement with the adminis- 
tration’s forecast, contending 
that the inflation worries 
exhibited by the market would 
subside once the impact of a 
spike in oil prices abates. 

Michael Evans, head of a 
Washington forecasting firm, 
said hedoes not look for inflation 
to get above 4.5 per cent this year 
because of the actions already 
taken by the Federal Reserve, the 
US central bank. 

Twice in the past two months, 
the Fed has tightened up on 
credit conditions and pushed 
interest rales higher in an effort 
to dampen economic demand. 

“The Fed has lightened and it 
will tighten more and that will 
keep inflation in check,” Evans 
predicted. 


Vietnam signs oil exploration contract with India 


BANGKOK. Thailand. May 20. 
( AP): Vietnam has signed a con- 
tract with an Indian firm to join- 
tly explore and exploit oil off the 
southern Vietnamese coast. 

Vietnam's national oil com- 
pany. Pet ro- Vietnam, signed the 
contract in Hanoi on Thursday 
with Hydrocarbon India Ltd., a 
subsidiary of the government- 
run Oil and Natural Gas Com- 
mission. the official Vietnam 
news agency said. 

The first surveys are expected 
in April 1989 and the first 
exploratory well is to be drilled 
the following year, said the 
report, seen in Bangkok today. 

Compact 

The report did not specify the 
southern areas where explora- 
tion would take place. All 
current production comes from 
the Bach Ho fields in the South 
China Sea off the southern coast. 

Under the 25- year contract, 
the Indian firm will invest 
exploration capital and (rain 
Vietnamese technical personnel 


in India. 

The contract was signed by 
Truong Thien, president of 
Petro- Vietnam and director gen- 
eral of the General Oil and Gas 
Department of Vietnam, and 
S.C.N. Jatar. chairman and 
managing director of Hydrocar- 
bon India. 

The report said the contract 
implemented- a bilateral 
agreement on cooperation in 
science and technology and 
economic fields. N.D. Tiwari, 
then India's Foreign Minister 
and now Finance Minister, sig- 
ned a protocol on oil exploration 
with Vietnam's foreign minister, 
Nguyen Co Thach, when he 
visited Hanoi in January 1987. 

India is the only non-com- 
munist country that recognises 
the government Vietnam ins- 
talled in Cambodia after invad- 
ing the country in late I97S. 

The only previous such joint 
venture was Vietsovpetro. a Viet- 
namese-Soviet enterprise formed 
in 1981. Finds by Vietsovpetro 


are not considered commercially 
significant, though Vietnam last 
year made what were believed to 
be its first crude oil sales abroad, 
to Japanese refineries. 

Capital 

The last Western oil compan- 
ies pulled out of Vietnam in 1981 
after digging successive dry wells 
in the south. Vietnam has tried to 
draw them back because it badly 


needs the capital and offshore 
drilling technology. 

In March, a spokesman for 
Petrofina SA of Belgium said his 
company may sign an accord 
with Vietnam by year's end. He 
said Petrofina, in association 
with the Royal Dutch-Shell 
Group, was negotiating to 
explore off Danang in central 
Vietnam.

Diamonds are forever 


By Midas 


THAT simple slogan is probably 
one of the best pieces of advertis- 
ing copy ever written and has 
been responsible for making 
diamonds the best-known and 
most coveted precious stones on 
earth. Of course, the song 
’Diamonds are a girl's best 
friend’ didn’t actually harm the 
market much either. But are 
diamonds' really a good invest- 
ment? 

The simple answer is no, not if 
you are looking for a quick 
profit. The problem is that the 
diamond market is completely 
controlled by a single company, 
De Beets of South Africa who 
handle roughly 80 per cent of all 
the world's rough diamonds. 

By strictly limiting the quan- 
tity of new diamonds coming 
into the marker. De Beers can set 
a world price exactly as they 
choose. 

If any other producers, such as 
the Australians or those from 
Zaire, try to undercut Dc Beers 
prices, the 'Syndicate' can simply 
dump diamonds onto the market 
and force the price down so shar- 
ply that the outsiders will be ban- 
krupt. 

Dealers 

The Syndicate was the name 
given to an influential group of 
around 140 De Beers’ approved 
diamond dealers, producers and 
gemsmiths back in the 1930's. 
Nowadays, its proper title is the 
Central Selling Organisation, 
CSO, but the Syndicate gives the 
CSO ‘he correct flavour of a 
ruthless organisation dedicated 
to a single purpose, the absolute 
control of tne entire world 
diamond market. 

The way the Syndicate works 
is very simple. Since it owns the 
largest, in effect the only, stock- 
pile of uncut stones in the world, 
the Syndicate releases new stones 
in strictly limited quantities. 


These releases arc called 
■sights.' (he favoured dealers are 
each allocated a small box filled 
with a mixture of stones, some 
small, some large, at a set price. 
There is no bargaining and no 
choice of what sort of stones they 
gel. They simply have to take 
what is offered, all or nothing- 
They can refuse their allocation, 
but it’s a dangerous thing to do 
since they might never be invited 
to another sight. 3 nd thus lose 
their membership of the Syn- 
dicate. Considering that most oj 
the stones at the si ;Ju w ill be sold 
at a profit of at leas! 100 per cent, 
that is not a risk anyone wants to 
take. 

Attempts 

There have been several attem- 
pts to break the power of De 
Beers' cartel. The most recent 
was during the late Seventies 
when the Israelis tried to build up 
their own stockpile of stones. 
Prices rocketed lo around 
$30,000 per carat and for a while 
it seemed that the Israelis might 
actually succeed in wresting con- 
trol away from De Beers and the 
Central Selling Office. 

But the CSO acted with its 
usual ruthless efficiency by sim- 
ply expelling any member who 
bad sold stones to the Israelis. 
Thus deprived of their supply, 
these diamond dealers all went 
out of business, which was a very 
effective warning to others who 
might have been tempted to add 
to the Israeli stockpile. 

Charges 

The price of diamonds collap- 
sed to $7,000 per carat and the 
CSO had proven again that it s 
power was supreme in the world 
diamond market. 

Although such dramatic price 
changes might seem to offer 
scope Tor speculators to make a 
handsome profit in diamonds it 
is not easy lo do so.

Healthy steel production spurs 
growth in related industries 


CLEVELAND, May 20, OJPIj: 
Monthly production in the 
domestic steel industry has rea- 
ched its highest level since May 
1984, triggering surges in related 
businesses such as Great Lakes 
Shipping. 

The Oglebay Norton Co., for 
example, reported tuat 10 of its 
i 3 self-unloading vessels were in 
use at the beginning of the ship- 
ping season, compared with just 
seven in April 1987. 

And the Lake Carriers’ 
Association in Cleveland said 61 
vessels wflhbe in sendee on the 
Great Lakes by the end of May, 
compared with 50 one year ago 
and a high of 59 for 1987. 

US production reached 8.76 
million tons of raw steel in 
March, up from 7.94 million tons 
in February and 8.3 million tons 
in January, according to statis- 
tics from the American Iron and 
Steel Institute in Washington. 

Production reached 9 million 
tons for a few months in 1984, 
but prior to that the industry 
suffered a do. velum dating back 
to the 1 0 -million-ton production 
months of 1981. 

Significant 

Lake Carriers’ executives 
attributed a significant part of its 
increased activity to stone cargo 
for the construction industry, 
but Great Lakes Shipping is 
dependent mostly on iron ore 
shipments for the steel industry. 

“Last year in September we 
brought out two big (idled) ves- 
sels to move iron ore," Lake 
Carriers' spokesman Glen Nek- 
vasil said. “You can honestly say 
that there is only one vessel left 
(out of operation) that could 
work the iron ore trade.” 

Jack Yewel), a spokesman for 
Oglebay Norton in Cleveland, 
also said his company began to 


benefit from a renewed demand 
in materials for the steel industry 
late in 1987. 

“We really noticed a pickup in 
the fourth quarter of Iasi year, 
which forced us to sail the fleet 
longer and operate our iron ore 
pelletising plants in Minnesota 
right through the end of the 
year.” Yewell said. 

Capacity 

The domestic steel industry 
operated at 90.1 per cent of 
capacity in the first quarter of 
1987 and reached 95.5 per cent 
the week ending April 30, the 
Steel Institute said. 

But while percentage of 
capacity was up. production sig- 
nificantly trails that of 1979 
when capacity was 155 million 
tons of raw steel. Today’s 
capacity is just 1 12 million tons, 
said Sheldon Wesson, spokes- 
man for the Steel Institute. 

“Things have been very dif- 
ficult for the past 11 veor six years. 
The induslty lost money (12 
billion) consistently from 1 982 to 
1986; so things were pretty 
grim.” Wesson said. '‘Although 
they (the current statistics) are 
not by any means to be compared 
with the 1979 b. ora or the 1973 
boom, considering the reduced 
size of. the industry, things are 
more constructive looking. 

USX Corp., the nation's lar- 
gest steelmaker, has cut its 
capacity from 3 1 million tons in 
1983 to 19 million tons currently, 
and is now operating near 
capacity. 

‘‘The market is pretty good. 
The demand is strong.” said 
Ernie Glenn, a USX spokesman 
in Pittsburgh. “We have no plans 
to take anymore capacity out 
but, as the years go on, nobody 
can really say.” 

Some 89.2 million tons of raw 


steel were produced domestically 
in 1987. and predictions call for 
more than 90 million tons ;hi* 
year. Wesson said In 1974 137 
million tons were produced. 

“The principal factor in the 
whole equation is the tremen- 
dous effort the whole imitMri 
has made to decrease production 
costs. The overall cosi* ha-.e 
come down by a third in Jess ihan 
10 years - - lower labour co<u. 
lower energy costs and lower 
material costs." Wesson said 

A decline in foreign competi- 
tion for the US market has alv 
helped the domestic producers. 

"Imports have come down 
somewhat in the lust couple of 
years." Wesson said. ‘They rea- 
ched an all-time high ol >2 
million tons in 1984. LaH -ear. 
they were down to 20 million ion', 
and it looks like there will he lit ex- 
change this year.” 

Surge 

The surge in steel hurries;, 
however, has not translated ro an 
equal jump in employment 
levels, a spokesman for ihe 
United Steelworkers Union in 
Pittsburgh said. He *awi 
increased efficiency has limited 
the number of workers bein? 
called back to their jobs, alth- 
ough exact figures were not 
available. 

The Great Lakes Shipping 
industry, meanwhile, is depend- 
ing on a strong year by the 
nation’s steelmakers. 

“We expect good 
improvement this year as a result 
of the steel industry.” Oglebay 
Norton's, Yewell. said. 

Last year was the best season 
for iron ore trade on the Gnat 
Lakes since 1984 and the second 
best year since 1981. Iron ore 
shipments were up 19 percent lo 
61 million tons in 198". 


US foreign investment on the rise 


£ 


NEW YORK, May 20, (Reuter): 
Despite the weaker dollar, over- 
seas investment by US compan- 
ies is increasing at a record pace 
in a trend that runs counter to 
what many economists had 
expected, the New York Times 
said today. 

The increase is due to a variety 
of factors, including a fear that 
the dollar's decline wiU be tem- 
rary. a desire for access to 
oreign technology and the need 
to be near customers to avoid 
trade barriers, the newspaper 
said. 

“We see no evidence of invest- 
ment coming back," Betty 
Barker, chief of the US Com- 
merce Department Office that 
gathers data on overseas invest- 
ment, was quoted as saying. 

Most of the investment has 
occurred in Europe, where most 
US plants are located. 

Operations 

A weak dollar reduces the cost 
of manufacturing in the United 
States compared to other coun- 
tries. In theory, that should 
prompt US firms to scale back 
expansion of foreign operations. 

But American companies 
spent $ 22.6 million more abroad 
last year on their foreign opera- 
tions than they brought back for 
use in this country — nearly twice 
the figure for 1986 — the Times 
said. 


Most of that figure, which has 
been adjusted for fluctuations in 
the dollar against other curren- 
cies, is money earned and rein- 
vested overseas. 

But the Times said it included 
$4 billion in net new capital or 
loans from parent companies. 

The trend is likely lo continue 
unless the dollar, down 39 per 
cent against other major curren- 
cies since 1985. falls further 
according to economists and 
executives. 

Scores of US companies are 
expanding their operations 
abroad, the Times said. 

Apple Computer Inc was cited 


for upgrading factories in 
Ireland and Singapore that 
manufacture personal com- 
puters and Cummins Engine O' 
for reinvesting in three British 
truck plants. Digital Equipment 
Corp was named for putting a 
new semiconductor plan' in 
Scotland. 

Reliance 

American firms intend to con- 
tinue their heavy reliance on 
overseas affiliates to produce the 
goods they sell abroad as well, a 
trend which over the Ion c run will 
limit export growth from the 
United States that will make the 
trade deficit harder to eliminate.

(AP): A new loan of $365 million 
to the communist government of 
Hungary announced yesterday 
will raise its debt to the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund toover

Lendl faces difficult task in Open 


PARIS, May 20. (Reuter): 
World number one Ivan Lendl 
found his path toa fourth French 
Open title strewn with potential 
hazards when the draw for the 
1988 championship was made 
today. 

Lendl, like women’s title-hol- 
der Stem Graf of West Germany, 
was drawn lo meet a French wild 
card entry in the first round. But 
John McEnroe, Kent Carlsson, 
Boris Becker and Pal Cash were 
all lined up as possible opponents 
later in the tournament which 
starts next Monday. 

The Czechoslovak top seed is 


scheduled to meet McEnroe, 
whose injury-enforced absence 
from the circuit during much of 
the past six months has dropped 
him to 19 in the world rankings, 
in the fourth round. 

McEnroe, seeded 16th. has a 
tricky first-round hurdle in clay 
court specialist Alexander 
Volkov of the Soviet Union as he 
opens yet another quest to 
become the first American to win 
the men's singles at the Roland 
Garros stadium since Tony 
Trabertin 1955. 

If Lendl shatters that dream, 
as he is Favoured to on the slow 


clay surface which has unsettled 
McEnroe in the past he may 
have to face Sweden’s remorse- 
less baseliner Carlsson in the 
quarterfinals — a far from appet- 
ising task for Lendl who only last 
month returned after a serious 
foot injury. 

Reigning Wimbledon cham- 
pion Cash of Australia and his 
predecessor Becker are in Lendl's 
half of the draw for the semifin- 
als, though neither is at his best 
on clay. 

Stefan Edberg of Sweden, 
another player who prefers quick 
surfaces, is seeded to meet Lendl 


in the final but he faces a tough 
first round match with Karel 
Novacek of Czechoslovakia. 

Should he come through, his 
sternest test may well be a 
semifinal with compatriot Mats 
Wilander, the third seed. 

Wilander has been ofF-colour 
recently but he tends to reserve 
his best tennis for the Grand 
Slam championships and has 
twice won the French Open. 

In the women's singles, Graf, 
who won her first major title in 
Paris last year at the age of 18, 
looks to have an easy passage to 
the semifinals.
